Merchants Claim 
Barricades Are 
Hurting Business 


Dissatisfied with how the Arlington 


Heights Road detour is being handled, 
Elk Grove Village Merchants Tuesday 
night expressed objections to barricades 
which they said are unfairly hurting 
their businesses. 


The merchants protested barricades 


which have been placed on Arlington 
Heights Road at Devon Avenue to divert 
traffic onto Devon Avenue. The barri- 
cades make it difficult for motorists to 
use Arlington Heights Road to get to the 
Grove Shopping Center, even though no 
work is being done on the road at that 
point, the merchants said. 


Arlington Heights Road is being re- 


constructed between Higgins Road and 
Cosman Road, but signs and barricades 
have been placed as far south as the De- 
von Avenue Intersection. Devon Avenue, 
Busse Road and Higgins Road form the 
detour route for the closed road. 


The merchants noted the road is not 


closed between Devon and Biesterfield, 
but the barricades force traffic to almost 
go off the road to get onto the north- 
bound portion of Arlington Heights Road 
at Devon. 


"THE MERCHANTS contend the barri- 


cades are discouraging motorists from 
coming up the road to the shopping cen- 
ter (at Arlington Heights and Bieaterfield 
Road)," said Thomas Fulrath, president 
of the Elk Grove Village Association of 
Commerce and Industry. 


Fulrath, who led a group of merchants 


asking for village board help, noted the 
sign gives the implication the road is 
really closed. He requested signs be 
erected to indicate the road is open to 
the shopping center and the barricades 
be removed, or at least moved, to give 
traffic easy access to the road. 


However, Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


told the group because the project is 
being done by the county, the village 
could only recommend such changes. He 
indicated, however, he would contact 
county authorities about the requests.

Assessed 
valuation in Schaumburg 


Township jumped 23,5 per cent con- 
stituting the largest increase in 38 Cook 
County Townships last year, according to 
the county^ assessor's office. 


Schaumburg Township's assessed valu- 


ation rose from $100.7 million in 1970 to 
$124 million last year. The figures given 
do not include the state's equalizer ap- 
plied for uniform tax bills. 


According 
to surveys , .Schaumburg 


Township led in the number of residen- 
tial housing starts in the greater Chicago 
metropolitan area last year. A surge in 
industrial and commercial development 
also was a major factor in the increase 
in real estate property assessments. 


An increase in building 'activity also 


pushed Elk Grove Township property 
valuations to $265.7 from $246.4 million in 
1970, Charles Hodlmair, township asses- 
sor, said. 
, 


Hodlmair said 'commercial building 


permits approved two years ago are 
being reflected as finished offices on the 
real estate rolls this year. 


IN PALATINE TOWNSHIP real estate 


property valuations increased 11.5 per 
cent from $131 million to $146 million 
while in Wheeling Township there was a 
$20 million increase in assessments from 
$261 million to $281 million. 


Along with 'a rise in real estate valu- 


ations, Elk Grove Township personal 
property assessments rose 26.2 per cent 
from $30.5 million in 1970 to $38 million 
last year. 
' 


Hodlmair attributed the rise in person- 


al property assessments to additional 
equipment purchased 
by corporations 


such as machinery,' trucks, electronic 
equipment and computers. He said indi- 
vidual personal property was not a ma- 
jor factor in the valuation increase al- 
though individual property is assessed. 


Assessing individual personal property 


is usually more of an approximation 
when persons fail to file a report of their 
taxable property. Under Illinois law, 
township assessors have the authority to 
estimate the value of personal property 
when the owner does not return a form 
declaring personal property. 


Individual, personal property assess- 


ments are most easily based on the num- 
ber of cars owned by a family. Each 
household is allowed to exempt one car 
and one household of furniture from tax- 
ation. 


For instance, in Wheeling Township, 


Assessor Marshall Theroux said the $225 
standard personal property assessment 
is based on $150 assessed value on the 
number of cars above one plus a $75 pen- 
alty for failing to return a schedule of 
personal property.

to the NEC board that the two groups 
either separate or become more unified.

The nation's moat famous geyser, "Old 


Faithful," will make its second appear- 
ance on a U.S. commemorative stamp 
when the Postal Service Issues an 8 cent 
jumbo stamp marking the 100th anni- 
versary of Yellowstone National Park. 


Dual first day ceremonies will be held 


March 1 at the park site in Wyoming and 
in Washington, D.C. 


This stamp will be the first of eight 


stamps in five denominations in the Na- 
tional Parks Centennial series to cele- 
brate the first national park in the world. 
The stamps are designed for collection 
as a set, pointing up the diversity of the 
parks. Issuance of the series is expected 
to be completed by mid-summer. ' 


Yellowstone sprawls over 2,213,207 


acres in Wyoming, Idaho and Montana 
and contains more geysers than the rest 
of the world combined. Yellowstone, and 
its sister parks, are administered by the 
National Park Service of the Department 
of the Interior. 


Stamp collectors already are aware of 


Old Faithful's stamp debut Issued in 1934 
and printed in one color, blue. It is part 
of an earlier National Parks series which 
is a favorite of philatelists. 


The stamp design was created by Rob- 


ert Handville of Pleasantville, N.Y., who 
makes his debut as a stamp designer. A 
former stamp collector, Handville's de- 
sign evolved from photographs and 
sketches he made of Old Faithful last 
summer as chairman of artists in the 
park, a group encouraged by the Nation- 
al Park Service and whose works'are in 
turn exhibited by the service.

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There are few events that come more 


clearly under the heading of an emergen- 
cy repair situation than a burst or leaky 
water pipe. Broken windows come close. 
So do stopped-up drains. 


But with water coming out of a pipe, 


speed is essential. Don't panic, but move 
quickly. The first thing to do Is turn off 
the water. 


Now that may seem elementary but 


people have been known to wrap rags, 
tape and the like around a pipe with the 
water spurting away. 


No repair, temporary or permanent, is 


possible tinder such a condition. 


MOST WATER lines have separate 


shut-off valves, If this one doesn't, turn 
off the main water valve. You will find it 
where the water line enters the house, 
generally at the front. 


Some emergency repairs are strictly 


temporary. A wad of chewing gum and a 
few layers of tape, for example. One that 
will lust indefinitely is a special pipe 
clamp. Most hardware and plumbing 
supply houses carry clamps made just 


Securi 


for this purpose. Two metal halves, lined 
with rubber, fit around the pipe. Nuts 
and bolts draw the clamp tight after you 
have it in place. 


Think what else you might use. An old 


piece of garden hose can be used. Never 
throw away an old garden hose. Save a 
few pieces any way. 


For a leaking pipe, slit the hose and 


place it around the pipe. Hold it in place 
with hose clamps. If you don't 'have a 
hose clamp, use wire, twisting tightly 
with a pair of pliers once you have it 
around the patch. 


A PIECE OF rubber from an old inner 


tube can substitute for the hose. Use 
plenty of electrical tape. Sometimes lay- 
ers of tape, wrapped in opposite direc- 
tions, will do the trick all alone. 


Another temporary repair can be made 


by putting a plug in the hole in the pipe. 
A wood screw (or any self-tapping 
screw) can be inserted in the hole and 
tightened until it grips, A little pipe com- 
pound or even glue around the screw 
threads first will make it that much bet- 
ter. You also can make a wood peg, 
shaving it to a point, and then pound it 
into the hole. Wrap tape around these 
plugs. 


Never turn on the water until after you 


have your patch securely in place. Even 
if it does leak a little it isn't as bad as a 
full force spray until you can get around 
to permanent repairs. 


Leaks occurring near a joint indicate 


the joint needs .repairing. 
Threaded 


joints should be taken apart, coated with 
pipe compound^ and put back together; A 
soldered joint will have to be taken apart 
by melting the solder with a blow torch. 
Clean the pipe ends and fittings of old 
solder before resoldering. 


FOR A permanent repair in a copper 


pipe, cut the pipe at the leak. Then rejoin 
the ends with a copper sleeve that fits 
over the joint. 'Solder in place. 


Steel or galvanized* water pipe, still 


found in some older homes, is more com- 
plicated. Once the bad part is cut out, 
'the new ends will have to be threaded 
and joined with a union. 


If the leak occurs in a run of pipe that 


can be removed, you can take it to a 
'hardware store and have it threaded. 
Otherwise you will need a plumber un- 
less one of your emergency repairs holds 
up, such as the pipe clamp.

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Edison Answers Its Ecology Critics 


Commonwealth Edison Co., long-lime 


user of cool nnd now an ndvocato of nu- 
clear power, has been a favorite target 
for environmental activists. Now the 
company in lashing buck. 


In its nnmml report mailed this week, 


the firm attacked the regulatory and le- 
gal tieups delaying the operation of three 
new Illinois nuclear plants. "The Cause 
was alive and well In 1971," sold chair- 
man J. Harris Ward In his opening re- 
marks. 


"The Ciuise may lead some to conclude 


that protection of the environment is In- 
compatible with the production of elec- 
tric energy," he said "But the contrary 
Is true Without electric power energy to 
help clean up the environment, the Cause 
is lost " 


The 1971 summary also featured inter- 


views with Glenn Seaborg, former chair- 
man of the U.S Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, and Donald W. Pritchard, professor 
of oceanography at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity The safety of nuclear energy 
power plants was discussed by Seaborg. 


P r i t c h a r d recommended the clevol- 


' opmcnt of standards for the use of Lake 


Michigan as n resource (or cooling water 
at Edison's new Zion nuclear plant. 


The report cited the increase in sales 


and customers In the past year. Sales to 
residential customerslnst year rose 5.7 
per cent over the previous year. Edison 
served 2,610,000 customers at the end of 
last year. Sales to large commercial and 
industrial customers Increased 11 per 
cent and 29 per cent respectively last 
year.

Should Natural Gas Deficit 
Occur, Residents Are First 


Residential customers are tops on the 


list for service if a shortage of area natu- 
ral gas supplies should occur, according 
to Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


Although the area Is not facing on im- 


mediate emergency, NI-Gas has adopted 
a contingency plan that would allocate 
supplies lev residential and smaller com- 
mercial users during a supply shortage. 


Severe shortages from Ohio to the East 


Coast are currently being reported. 


Large industrial customers of the gas 


company would take a back seat to small 
users in case of a natural gas curtail- 
ment according to the Nl-Gas plan 


The firm sen.es the northern third of 


Illinois wittr the exception of the City of 
Chicago and the North Shore. Peoples 
Gas Co . serving the remaining areas, al- 
ready has implemented such a plan for a 
limited period 


The only catch in this plan is the U S, 


Supreme Court ruling in January that 
the Federal Power Commission cannot 
fiivor homeowners during periods of nat- 
ural gas shortages. The FPC is the regu- 
lating arm of the federal government for 
the natural gas Industry and other utili- 
ties The FPC previously adopted a pol- 
icy that places primary responsibility for 
meeting the need of residential and com- 
mercial customers ahead of the needs of 


industrial customers. 


The FPC had based its policy on the 


assumption that industrial users can find 
alternate fuels if natural gas supplies are 
cut back. The agency said most schools, 
homeowners and other small private 
users would not have acce&s to alternate 
sources of power. 


TI1IS COULD alter the decision made 


by NI-Gas relating to its policies during 
possible gas shortages. The Illinois Com- 
merce Commission approved its plan to 
give the priority to residential and com- 
mercial users. 


A group of large industrial users acting 


as mtervenors appealed the decision 
handed down in November, 1D71. The ICC 
on Feb. 9 turned down the mtervenors' 
appeal for a rehearing on the issue 


Intervenors included in the case includ- 


ed Commonwealth Edison Co , the mu- 
nicipalities of Farmers City, Runtoul, 
Princeton and Rochelle, III.; CPC Inter- 
national Inc., and a group of other indus- 
trial concerns. 


A Commonwealth Edison Co. spokes- 


man said he did not know whether the 
intervenors would take futther action, 
but noted the 'Supreme Court decision 
could aid their caw. A NT-Gas spokes- 
man indicated the firm expects the inter- 
venors to take the issue to courl based on 
the high court ruling.

power companies but if there In • gener- 
al shortage this summer we would have 
no alternate sources of power." 


THE EDISON spokesman said plans 


for an emergency shortage of power are 
not definite, but that such a shortage 
- could occur in the Edison service area as 
it has in the Consolidated Edison service 
areas in New York In case of such an 
emergency the company would first seek 
power supplies from interconnected sys- 
tems, he said, 


"Following this we would cut down on 


the supplies to large steel firms," he 
said. "Then we cpuld initiate some volt- 
,age reductions and beyond that a curtail- 
ment of service to our very large cus- 
tomers. This could be followed by a gen- 
eral public appeal for voluntary curtail- 


* ment,. In the last stage, a drop-load plan 


could be used, or dropping a small per- 
centage of the load in order to maintain 
service to the majority of customers ", 


The spokesman indicated that if the 


Commonwealth Edison Co., is forced 
into a voltage reduction program it 
would not cut voltage by more than 5 per 
cent. This "brownout" would not serious- 
ly affect most appliances, he said.

Threats Wo Big DeaP To Students 


by BETSY BROOKEK 


Second of Three Parts 


Drugs and voneronl disease are viewed 


as serious health threats by school offi- 
cials, but to ninny students they are "no 
big deal." 


Students arc embarrassed when they 


get venereal disease, but generally they 
are unconcerned. "It's n joke until you 
get It," smirked one teen. 


As for drugs, the students say they are 


as harmless as their parents' evening 
martini. 


These two outlooks — as divergent as 


the generations themselves — are the 
crux of .one of the biggest problems oh 
our high school and college campuses to- 
day. School officials have compiled a 
battery of films, speeches and texts to 
steer students clear of the perils of drugs 
and venereal.disease. But many students 
aren't getting the message. 


"Kids have heard so many score 


speeches, they are really getting turned 
off." 
said Kathertne Cilielitnd, health 


: A. a

education teacher at Dist. 214 Arlington 
High School. "But their parents are be- 
coming more concerned." 


The parents' concern, however, docs 


not always mean they want to take over 
the job of drug and venereal disease edu- 
cation, according to William Thiel, as- 
sistant principal at Palatine High School. 
"The parents may want someone other 
than themselves to do it, yet they still 
want some control over what Is being 
done. It is up to us to try to help our 
students." 


Despite the school staffs' good in- 


tentions, they are often the last people a 
student will (ITU to when he has a drug 
or venereal disease problem. This may 
be their own fault according to Cindy 
Shirley, director of the Bridge, a Pala- 
tine Township counseling service. She 
says the way health education is pre- 
sented is creating UM communication 
gap- 


"Teachers don't know what they are 


talking about, it's all a farce," said a 
"rap-group" of 30 young teens. 


"f never know what the teacher is talk- 


ing about because she uses 
different 


words than I do," said one girl in the 
group. "Drug education is worthless," . 


Along with the medical terminology, 


outdated movies received heavy criti- 
cism from the teens. 


"The movies show a guy helping a 


chick with a dress down past her knees 
into a 1952 Chevy. He is a good guy in 


the beginning, but then he gets VD, so he 
is a villain." 


"In the drug movlw, you sco guys 


crashing and hallucinating. I tried the 
same drugs and it never happened to 
me," complained a high school soph- 
omore. 


The school nurse also falls under the 


students' fire because she is identified 
with the "establishment." They say if 
you go to the nurse "you might as well 
tell everyone in the school that you have 
VD. You only go to the nurse when you 
want to get out of class." 


School officials, according to the teens, 


are completely tuned out of today's 
scene. "Counselors call you into their of- 
fice to get you on some drug* program. 
You're only smoking one reefer a week, 
but they think you're a junkie. They pick 
on the freaks, but the jocks (athletes) 
take more drugs than anyone." 


The students are hard on the school 


staffs, but they save their real anger for 
their parents: 


—"Tell your parents you got VD from a 


dirty John and they'll believe you." 


"My parents are more afraid of jail,; 


than what drugs might do to me." 


—"My parents won't admit I'm having 


sex, because they think it is a reflection 
on them." 


—"My parents say it is not cool to do 


drugs so they're glad I don't. But I do." 


—"Parents are as afraid you will lose 


your virginity as they are of VD." 
\ 


Anger, misunderstanding and 
fear 


have built the chasm between the teens 
and their elders. School officials are try- 
ing to bridge the gap and discover'the 
factors behind the problems teens face 
today. 


Historically, they say there is an out- 


break of venereal disease during every 
war. Then Congress allocates a grant to 
fight it and it is under control again. But 
after control comes government com- 
placency, and the disease is free to blow 
up again. 


Then there is the "pill." The con- 


venience and safety of this modern birth 
control device has outdated, old 'favorites 
such as prophylactics. But prophylactic 
protects its user against catching vener- 
eal disease. The pill does not. 


Even more important'than these ex- 


ternal factors are the new morals and 
new modes of today's society. "Our life 
styles are changing and kids are getting 
more Involved hi sex experimentation," 
said John Hall, director of the Cook 
County Health Department. 


And the kids that are experimenting 


are getting younger, according to Esther 
Kulp, nurse at the health department. 
She attributes the rising epidemic to the 
fact that "we are more aware of the 
number of cases and a wider age group 
is involved." 


Some school officials speculate that 


there also is more switching of sexual 
partners among young people today. But 
the young people argue strongly against 
this theory. 


According to Cary Annen, student 


council president at Harper 
College, 


"there might be more promiscuity on 


four year college campuses, but I, don't 
think there is at junior colleges and high 
schools. We're still caught up with our 
parents' mores," 
: 


Other teens agree, saying there ap- 


pears to be more sexual activity because 
it Is more open. They attribute the epi- 
demic to the fact that "no one uses rub- 
bers anymore." 


Social change is put to blame again 


when school officials try to explain the 
drug problem. They say teens turn to 
drugs out of pure frustration —'frustra- 
tion built up by a world they can't under- 
stand and can't change. 


"The Democratic Convention and the 


Vietnam War' are going on right in your 
living room and you sit by passively," 
said Steve Berry, assistant to the Dist. 
214 superintendent. "We are dealing with 
a generation that grew up with TV and 
all of its ramifications," 
'."•'.. 


But drugs are hot just an escape from 


society's troubles. According to coun- 
selors at the Bridge, they also offer relief

for personal loneliness and low self-es- 
teem. And drugs drive away boredom. 


Teens argue that they don't take drugs 


for psychological reasons. They point to 
.their parents overstocked'medicine cabi- 
nets and ask how can they criticize? 


Why do teens take drugs? "Because it 


is fun — really out of sight," said one. 


Most say they got started on drugs at a 


party. AH of their friends were doing it. 
It's like a chain reaction, says Annen. 


"Drugs are safer and cheaper than al- 


cohol," argued one teen., "To get drunk I 
have to pay $1.50 for a six pack. But for 
50 cents I can buy a couple of downers 
and really get zonked out." 


The teens talk enthusiastically about 


drugs and are quick to defend them-

Society Is Prejudiced Against Aged

Ageism (prejudice against the aged) is 


a highly practiced American attitude ac- 
cording to a Washington psychiatrist. 


"Many Americans feel discomfiture at 


aging, disability, chronic disease," said 
Dr. Robert Butter, a research psy- 
chiatrist, gerontologist and chairman of 
the Washington, D.C. Mayor's Committee 
on Aging. "Our social attitudes towards 
old people are not good. Doctors don't 
enjoy working with older people as much 
as young people and even our national 
health insurance bills don't provide am- 
ply for older people. 


"There is a disposition in America," he 


continued, 'Ho Ignore the fact that we 
grow old. For instance in nursing pro- 
grams there is little training in geriat- 
rics. The aged problem is practically ig- 
nored." 


According to Or. Butler one out of ev- 


ery 10 Americans is over 65 and only

any kind of institution. "Yet our services 
are directed at those who are and not at 
preventive health work 
Our present 


community mental health centers, for in- 
stance, do not adequately respond to the 
needs of older people." 


Dr. Butler thinks it's easy to become 


old and poor in our society. "Seven mil- 
lion of the 20 million people over 65 are 
impoverished and most of them became 
this way after retirement. Retirement in 
America is arbitrary. It's not based on 
talent or skill or ability — just on age 
Yet money is crucial for the older per- 
son, If he has it he may be in a more 
equivalent position for his family to take 
him in. 


"THRIFT, HARD WORK, self-reliance, 


saving," he continued, "all of these ef- 
forts can't save you in terms of our con- 
temporary social and economic arrange- 
ments. Widows are at the most dis- 
advantage. They have no opportunity to 
get any type of work and they only get 18 


per cent of their husband's Social Secur- 
ity. Widows are also very lonely people." 


How can one face aging gracefully and 


successfully' "Keep loose, as the kids 
say 'and stay flexible. Keep a variety of 
options open Having a sense of com- 
mitment or involvement is important. 
We do get into one-track thinking and we 
lose our flexibility and motion, It's'im- 
portant not to." 


"More important," he added, "aie in- 


ner resources. Health is very important. 
You must have good physical health in 
order to remain active " Yet declining 
physical health is one of the most preva- 
lent problems among older people. 


"If there is a breakthrough in cancer 


research or heart disease research, as 
there is sure to be, this well may in- 
crease life expectancy 10 to 15 years and 
we will have 20 per cent of our popu- 
lation over 65 years of age. There are 
striking implications in this and we must 
think them through before we get into 
this type of genetic engineering."

Poisoning Ban 


A Sound Move 


Whoa! Back Up! 
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President Nixon did the right 


thing when he ordered the federal 
government to get out of the ani- 
mal poisoning business. 


There still is a question of wheth- 


er the order will go far enough, but 
the decision was a sound one. 


The order went to the Division of 


Wildlife Services, which adminis- 
ters a so-called predator control 
program chiefly on Western range- 
lands — using cyanide, strychnine 
and a deadly poison called 1060, of- 
ten laced in meat and grain baits. 


In effect for 57 years, the pro- 


gram was instituted ostensibly to 
control sheep losses on forest 
lands. Its effectiveness has been 
amply demonstrated. In 1970, the 
division reported the killing and 
trapping of 73,093 coyotes, 8,403 
bobcats, 403 bears, 121 mountain 
lions and 11 gray wolves. An un- 
known number of prairie dogs also 
were killed through the poisoning 
of 210,774 acres of prairie dog vil- 
lages. 


Now. according to the Presi- 


dent's order, that will no longer be 
permitted on public lands, or on 
p r i v a t e lands by government 
agents. Still permitted will be 
trapping and the killing of animals 
by gunfire or by destroying young 
in their dens. Also continuing will 
be the killing of these animals on 
private lands by private individ- 
uals. 


The president issued his order in 


an 
environmental 
message 
in 


which he also asked for a law to 
tax companies for the amount of 
sulphur their smokestacks spew 
into the air; proposed a penalty 
against states that don't adopt ac- 
ceptable plans for long-range land 
use; and called for the creation of 
a Golden Gate National Recrea- 
tional Area and 18 new wilderness 
areas in the West and Southwest. 


All these moves are laudatory, 


but in a way none was as mean- 
ingful as the ban on animal poison- 
ing. 


There has been a great irony 


that the federal government on one 
hand has called for the pre- 
servation of wildlife and the envi- 
ronment, and on the other has had 
men in the field in the active prac- 
tice of killing animals. 


That irony is especially tragic in 


the case of destruction of species 
like bears, mountain lions and 
wolves, whose very existence is 
threatened. And the poisoning of 
prairie dogs has helped the way to 
virtual extinction of the black-foot- 
ed ferret, which depends on prairie 
dogs for its survival. 


The poisoning also has had ef- 


fects more widespread than in- 
tended, with the killing of animals 
like skunks, badgers, porcupines 
and opossums — which weren't 
supposed to get doses. 


The final irony is that the killing 


was done in the name of predator 
control, to reduce the ravages of 
livestock. That 
belief 
is 
In- 


creasingly being recognized as 
myth, and the Interior Department 
itself reported last year that it 
found "little solid evidence" of ac- 
tual losses of livestock to pre- 
dators. 


The government, by its killing, 


has perpetuated that myth, and 
has perpetuated a rangeland phi- 
losophy that has led to atrocities 
like the killing of hundreds of 
eagles from airplanes over Wyom- 
ing and Colorado. 


Mr Nixon said it well when he 


said, "The old notion that 'the only 
good predator is a dead one' is no 
longer acceptable." 


Nor is it any longer acceptable 


that the federal government be in 
the business of killing animals, 
predator or otherwise. That pro- 
gram has been operating on a 
budget of $8 million a year, from 
federal, state, local and private 
money. 


The accent, and the spending, 


should be on preservation, not de- 
struction.

Taxpayers All Mortal 


Discovered in 1967, "pulsars" 


are the remains of burned-out stars 
that have collapsed into masses of 
such density that if the earth were 
similarly condensed it would have 
a diameter of only 200 feet 


Though they are too cold to give 


out light, pulsars emit radio sig- 
nals — pulsate — at very regular 
rates. Most of them, that is. For 
some unknown reason, two of the 
fastest pulsars suddenly jump their 
pulse rate every once in a while by 
a few parts in a billion. 


One of them is the famous "Crab 


pulsar," located in the Crab ne- 
bula, which spins at 30 revolutions 
a second and has a mass equal to 
that of the sun but a diameter of 
only 15 miles. 


Two physicists at the University 


of Illinois, Profs. David Pines and 
Jacob Shaham, now propose that 
"starquak.es" — many shifts in the 
itar's crust — may be responsible 
for the sudden speedups of radio 
signals. 


They calculate that a change in 


the Crab pulsar's frequency of one 
part in a billion may be caused by 
a change in the star's equatorial 
radius or only a few 10-thousandths 
of an inch. 


These figures, they say, reflect 


both the extraordinary density of 
the -star and the accuracy of as- 
tronomical timing observations of 
an object some 5,000 light years, or 
30 quadrillion miles, away. 


If this sort of thing makes you 


feel kind of stupid, it may be some 
comfort to realize that these guys 
tear their hair out plotting figures 
on Schedule A, B, etc., transferring 
same to Line 46, Part II, Form 
1040, and juggling them with a fine- 
ly adjusted calculation from Line 
18 according to complex formulas 
in Tax Rate Schedule, X, Y or Z or 
whatever, in hopes of arriving at a 
final figure on Line 27 that makes 
sense.

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Heady For Home Use In June 
Sears To Sell Video Tape TV Unit

LOS ANGELES (UP!) - People get 


suspicious when you try to give them 
something for nothing. 


Laurence August, a young public rela- 


tions man, found that out when he tried 
to promote a consumer protection plan 
for installment buyers, particularly home 
buyers. 


August hit upon a fortuitous name for 


his plan — ESP — for Economic Secur- 
ity Program. Basically, ESP provides 
for payments up to six months if a buyer 
loses his job through no fault of his own. 


He canvassed a dozen or more insur- 


ance companies two years ago and they 
smirked at him, August said. 


"It's never been done before, they 


would say," he recalled. 


"There are no actuary tables .. . what 


are the odds" 


AS FOR THIS January, he found back- 


ing and has a going concern with ESP 
functioning in San Francisco, Los Angel- 
es, Phoenix, New Orleans, and out of 
Chicago, headquarters of E.S.P. Fidelity 
Corp. 


Under ESP, the seller pays a premium 


to ESP and issues a warranty to the buy- 
er — guaranteeing payments under the 
stated conditions. 


ESP will protect a buyer's credit rat- 


ing, August points out, and his payments 
will continue if he loses his job due to 
economic factors, technological devel- 
opments which result in automation, re- 


location of his company, redesigning of 
production methods or a lockout due to a 
labor strike. 


August said he also has tied in the mil- 


itary. If a man is retired prematurely 
through no fault of his own, he may be 
protected under ESP. 


August found early in his efforts to 


promote ESP what seemed like a major 
obstacle. It is against the law to give 
away insurance in most states. This is 
because a large company with a sub- 
sidiary selling insurance might give the 
insurance away as a lure to buyers of 
merchandise, giving them an unfair ad- 
vantage over competitors. 


"I DIDN'T WANT the individual con- 


sumer to have to buy ESP," August said. 
"I wanted the cost to be so low, the sell- 
er could .easily afford to give it away as 
part of the deal. If you try to sell some- 
thing like this to the individual con- 
sumer, a process of negative selection is 
set up. Only the people right on the verge 
of losing their jobs probably would buy 
it. People who might need it unexpect- 
edly would not buy it because' no one 
likes to admit a fear of losing his job. 


"We have worked it out so that the 


selling company buys, the insurance from 
us — insuring the company against loss 
— and then hands the buyer a warranty 
— not an insurance policy — guaran- 
teeing upkeep of the payments under the 
stated conditions. 


Sears, Roebuck and' Co. recently an- 


nounced plans to market the first in- 
tegrated video .tape cartridge, recording- 
playback unit designed primarily for 
home use. 


The system includes a 25-inch color 


television console, which houses the 
video tape unit, and a black-and-white 
lightweight camera. The system will go 
on sale in Chicago, in June for about 
$1,600. 


Sears also will introduce the unit into 


other major markets in late 1972, accord- 
ing to John J. Amato, national merchan- 
dise manager for the home entertain- 
' ment/electronics category. 


The unit 'allows taping and playback of 


television programs off the air; the tap- 
ing of "home movies"' with the black- 
and-white camera for playback, and the 
playing of more than 600 prerecorded 
tapes from a library of motion pictures 
and other programs. The console also op-

Elrod said schools or civic groups can

the Sheriff's Junior Patrol and take the 
oath of office The film will be shown by 
a sheriff's policeman.

Her Own Crafty Elegance 


by ELEANOK HIVES 


The word that most adequately de- 


scribes Ann Koeritz' i)es Plnine; home Is 
elegant. Artistic, tasteful, original come 
close. But elegant It is with an clegnncc 
produced not by lavish furnishings and 
expensive appointments, but by the 
creative imagination of its owner. 


On the hundreds and hundreds of oil 


paintings and watcrcotors she has exe- 
cuted. Mrs. Koeritz. a widow nnd grand- 
mother of six, simply identifies herself 
as "Ann " The four walls of her lower 
level workshop are literally covered with 
her paintings. The shelves and counters 
are stacked with her projects, and sus- 
pended from the ceiling on ropes or 
chains are samples of her handicrafts. 


A walk through her home is an "arty" 


adventure, a series of surprises and de- 
lightful discoveries, 


THE GLASS PANELS of her front door 


present a translucent effect leaf design. 
"I didn't want to live in a fish bowl," 
said Ann, who with her husband moved 
into the house eight years ago. "But I 
didn't want to shut off the light, either." 


So she combined Kleenex, glue and wa- 


ter into a delicate translucent papier 
mache. embedding real leaves in it and 
lacing them together with a random de- 
sign of string. Handsome! 


Against one wall of her foyer is a strik- 


ing arrangement of 14 candleholders 
flanking a mirror-topped console table. 
Ranging in height from two to three and 
a half feet, the weighted holders are 
made of stacked units of ketchup, pickle, 
juice and liquor bottles, cans, bubble 
bath and perfume containers — glued to- 
gether and topped with small jelly, olive 
or shrimp glasses to hold a votive 
candle. 


"THE SECRET is to perfectly match 


neck to neck or base to base," she said. 


Ann paints, gilds, decorates and studs 
them with costume jewelry or embel- 
lishes them with fine flower tracery, 


On a curved wall of the foyer are three 


bold, black decorations with Oriental 
overtones. Mrs. Koeritit explained how 
she made them: "I start with a round 
coffeecake cardboard," she said. "The 
outside circle is jar lids, separated by 
loops of paper 'tubing; the center is an 
arrangement of pocketbook mirrors. I 
painted the whole thing black with gold 
decorations to make it a little Chinese- 
y." 


Conversation unlimited is the effect 


generated by piece after piece in the 
family room, beginning with coffee table 
talk — a table topped with 24 tiles deco- 
rated by Ann to depict high points in her 
life. On it rests a decorative urn, its put- 
ty surface embedded with service med- 
als, commemorative World War I pins, 
special buttons, bowling award pins and 
a Greek christening cross. Who could 
guess that Ann made this from the bot- 
tom half of an old broken Silex coffee 
pot! 


ON ONE WALL hangs a long, rec- 


tangular painting that at first glance 
looks somewhat like a tall blue plant, but 
on closer examination turns out to be an 
ascending arrangement of blue hand 
prints of family members. 


Ceramics is another interest of this 


versatile woman, When she learned'that 
a ceramics teacher was needed at the 
United Lutheran Social Mission 15 years 
ago, she delved into books, bought her- 
self a kiln and soon became skilled at trie 
craft. For five years, she taught ceram- 
ics classes to senior citizens. 


Among her pieces are a rhinestone 


peacock, a bcjeweled swan, a giraffe and 
two porcelain poodles to' which she at- 
tached real wood dipped in slip before 
baking. A figurine of an old-fashioned 


girl sitting on a sofa shows the Koeritz 
touch of originality — a dress of layers 
and layers of delicate lace and ruffles, 
all porcelain-brittle and made from real 
fabric dipped in slip before firing. 


ANN'S HAND-PAINTED plates, one 


more beautiful than the other, are dis- 
played in her dining room curio cabinet. 
Many of these she painted and baked in 
a regular oven at 500 degrees. Unusual is 
the one that bears a cluster of three-di- 
mensional roses — flowers that emerged 
under Ann's skilled hands from a simple 
Koeritz formula that begins with ordina- 
ry bread. 


Her dining room centerpiece consists 


of a vertical arrangement of flowerpots 
and pot saucers, antiqued to a purple- 
grey matte finish and filled with bunches 
of artificial grapes in different colors. 
Around these she has placed a circle of 
hair spray can tops, each with a small 
flower arrangement in it. 


; "I am a saving person," she said sim- 
ply, a gem of an understatement. "And I 
love to make something beautiful .from 
nothing." 
' 


AS A CHILD, Ann had a flare for art 


starting in seventh grade when the teach- 
ers had her paint the little Dutch borders 
around the blackboards. Part of a large 
family, she couldn't have special art 
training, so she just worked at it on her 
own. Twelve years ago she studied under 
Estelle Fedelle in her Chicago studio. 


Her crafts just came naturally. "I 


have always.liked to do these things," 
she said. "It's just in me." 


Every room in the house bears her 


stamp of originality, from' the blue-bang- 
led lamp and mirrored wall decoration in 
the bedroom to the shell collage, mer- 
maid pedestal candle and decorated 
wastebaskets (ice cream containers) in 
the bathroom. 


SHE PUTS TO shame those who use 


magic markers for the obvious purpose 
of marking — "They're ideal for painting 
permanent designs on paper and tex- 
tiles," Ann's dinner guests will agree to 
that for instead of using her napkins, 
they take them home and frame them. 
Ann's summer dresses abound with her 
own textile designs, more evidence of the 
power of a magic marker in the hands of 
a designing woman. And she makes all 
her own clothes. 


Ann Koeritz can take a glaring light 


fixture, spatter it with dabs of blue and 
green paint, and it becomes" the focal 
/point of an irridescent play of color on 
the ceiling. Ann can take an ordinary 
goblet, paint it black and gold, add blue 
glass stones, and it becomes a work 'of 
art. An open compact, clustered with-, 
budding flowers or delicate costume jew- 
elry becomes an eye-catching table deco- 
ration. 


SHE'S RATHER PROUD of what she 


laughingly calls "my monstrosity," an 
elegant formal corner of her blue and 
gold living room that was inspired by a 
chimney cap that kept falling from the 
roof. Now it's the top of a tall gold pedes- 
tal supporting a white figurine. The flow- 
er filled vase next to it was first covered 
with thin macaroni, then painted with 
leaf gold. 


Mrs. Koeritz no longer teaches craft 


classes ("It's fun, but you get to a satu- 
ration point, you know.") But she doos 
help small groups from clubs such as the 
Edison Park Woman's .Club which came 
to her house once each month last year 
for instruction in burlap flower-making, 
screen stationery, bread roses and the 
likei.Currentlyshe is .helping some of the 
Newcomers with crocheting and knitting. 


"One can get completely lost.^in art, 


crafts and sewing," said,Ann. "Dtaw I do 
these things strictly for my own* enjoy- 
ment."

Juit about this time luit year, I was 


Involved In a/private war with the car- 
penter ants. It wu nip and tuck for moat 
of the winter as to woo would get per- 
manent possession of the house. 


Battle lines were drawn, but the ants 


didn't stick to the usual woodwork, floor 
joints, bannisters like their comrades the 
termites, do. 


I wasn't about to use ecologically un- 


safe chlordane, even though it would 
have blotted them out quickly, and those 
little buggers took up residence in the 
controls of my automatic washer. 


A person can release toads, use pow- 


dered charcoal, sand or steamed bone 
meal outdoors, but a washer is a real 
challenge to an anti-pesticide bug-fight- 
er's ingenuity. 


I THOUGHT OF squirting lemon juice 


around the perimeter of the wash and 
wear cycle buttons. Lemon juice works 
well on woodwork and floor molding and 
on the driveway and patio, but I was af- 
raid it would rust out the controls on the 
washer. 


Instead, I made tiny ant traps from old 


Sucrets throat lozenge tins, filling them 
up with silica gel. (Silica gel is the mate- 
rial used to preserve strawflowers and 
other fall bloomers. Flower Dri is one 
trademark name for silica gel.) The car- 
penter ants nosed around the silica gel 
and dehydrated themselves to death. 


Then I picked up the rubber kitchen 


sink mat, and there were ant cousins at 
the watering hole. A bit of cayenne pep- 
per sprinkled liberally underneath the 
mat discouraged them. 


NEEDLESS TO DAY, the side that has 


the most persistence usually wins the 
war. 


For all prospective conquering heroes, 


I am adding a few more bug-getters to 
the lists that have appeared in "The Pot- 
ting Shed" previously. I present this to- 


day because I have noticed that requests 
for my booklet, "The Housewives Guide 
to Fighting Garden Pests," have started 
again rather suddenly. Here are some 
goodies that have never been in print: 


OUTSIDE PESTS 


Lay in a supply of asters, basil, calen- 


dula, cereopsis, coridander, cosmos, ge- 
raniums, mint, nasturiums, 
parsley, 


chives, rosemary, sage, savory, tansy, 
thyme. Look over this list and you will 
find that these plants are the ones that 
are seldom bothered by pests. Plants 
seeds of these among the other flowers 
and vegetables. Excretions from their 
roots kill parasitic soil organisms. 


Discourage nematodes on tomatoes by 


planting asparagus next to the tomatoes. 


BAD COMPANIONS are members of 


the nightshade family and members of 
the legume family hi the same plot. Ex- 
ample, tomatoes and beans, eggplant 
and peas (the former are nightshade 
cousins and latter legume cousins). 


You are asking for pests if you plant 


corn and tomatoes together, tomatoes 
and potatoes, and eggplant and peppers. 


TRAP CROPPING is a system of 


planting a particular something to at- 
tract bugs away from something else. 
For instance, if you plant mustard seed, 
cucumber beetles will flock to the mus- 
tard and keep away from your desirable 
cabbage and cauliflower. 


And I'm going to try raising my young 


cucumber and cabbage family plants un- 
der hotcaps this year. The beetles seem 
to be a problem only when the plants are 
young and vulnerable. Once they get big- 
ger and tougher, they are no longer a 
succulent treat to the beetles and then 
the hotcaps can come off. 


I'll have more on fighting bugs later in 


the season Then we'll tackle them to- 
gether as they attack!

One-Fourth Of Mankind 
China Wanted To Be Left Alone 


Under the wide heaven, there In no 


land, there Is none who la not a subject 
of the empcrlor. 


—Book of OdM 


This was China as the 18th century 


flowed into the IDth: 


The Manchus, who had taken the dy- 


nastic name of Ch'ing, or "Pure," had 
ruled for 150 years through the tradition- 
al institutions and were considered legit- 
imately Chinese. 


Under two model Confucian emperors, 


K'ang Hsi and his grandson Ch'ien Lung, 
both of whose reigns lasted 60 years, 
China reached its greatest territorial ex- 
tent. Population had soared to some 300 
million and for the first time there was 
serious overcrowding. 


That population was overwhelmingly 


peasant, uneducated and superstitious. 
Above the peasantry was the gentry 
class, whose wealth was based on land 
ownership. The gentry were the guard- 
ians of the Confuciimlst bases of China's 
society and the source of its officials. 


The Chinese had always been collec- 


tlvistic. The basic unit of society was not 
the individual but the family, which in- 
cluded the dead as well as the living, 
with authority proceeding from age and 
maleness. 


Lovers of culture, propounders of great 


ethical systems and bound by an elabo- 
rate etiquette designed to smooth human 
relationships 
but which baffled 
and 


seemed hypocritical to Westerners, the 
Chinese were yet capable of outbursts of 
anarchy and cruelty. 


BRILLIANT INVENTORS in the past, 


the Chinese had never developed science. 
They desired not to master nature but to 
live in harmony with it. Proud of their 
long history, self-sufficient as an agricul- 
tural people, they merely wished to be 
left alone. 


As modern Chinese historian H. T. Lei 


notes, "Not only were there no new stir- 
rings of the spirit In any sphere, but no 
need for such stirrings was even faintly 
felt." 


China was crystallized, static and sat- 


isfied, and convinced as of old that there 
was but one Great Society. All who con- 
formed to its ways were Chinese, what- 
ever their race. All who did not were 
barbarians. The Chinese were totally ig- 
norant of the ideas of international law 


and equality among nations that had 
been developed in the West. 


This was China on the brink of in- 


vasion by an alien culture armed with 
technology. Unlike previous invasions, 
this one was to be by sea. Its impact on 
the Flowery Kingdom, the Central Na- 
tion, the Celestial Empire, could not 
have been more profound had it come 
from another planet. 


Two factors combined to humble proud 


China — her refusal to treat with West- 


CHINA ATTEMPTED to ignore the 


treaty and, in 1866, Britain and France 


, seized pretexts to launch another war. A 
aeries of treaties in 1858 opened more 
ports, levied more indemnities, gave Eu- 
ropeans their long-sought diplomatic rec- 
ognition, the right to travel freely in 
China and protection for missionaries. 
/ 


Still China was not reconciled to real- 


ity. In 1860, after the Europeans sacked 
Peking and burned the Summer Palace, 
China agreed to a new convention widen- 
ing the provisions of all the others she 
had been brought by the scruff of the 
neck to sign.. 


In 1858, Russia had wrested 185,000 


square miles of Manchuria from the 
beleaguered Manchus.

family and apartment permit* during 
1971 for the six county Chicago metro- 
politan area wan reported in the recent 
report by Bell Federal Saving! and Loan 
Association of Chicago. 


Total new homing roee to 83,961 units 


an increase of « per cent above the pre- 
vious record level In 1968. Bell has re- 
ported on new construction in the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area since 1932. This 
marked the second consecutive year that 
single-family home permits showed a 
decreasing proportion of apartments in 
the total percentage of new housing com- 
pared to single-family units. 


The 62,961 housing permits reported for 


Jan. 1 to Dec. 31 of last year compares 
with the 38,203 units reported for 1970. 


The six-county Chicago metropolitan 


area reported permits for 29,788 single- 
family homes in 1971. This is an increase 
of 78 per cent above the 14,470 home per- 
mits reported in 1970. It also represents 
the highest single-family home volume 
since 1980 when 26,113 permits were is- 
sued. Suburban municipalities registered 
one of the highest increases in single 
family units (compared to the City of 
Chicago and unincorporated areas), ris- 
ing to 19,858 units from 10,768 the year 
earlier, an 84 per cent increase.

The mu- 
nicipality reported a total of $75,599,283 
last year. 


Total new building for the entire met- 


ropolitan area last year rose from 
$1,394,806,880 In 1970 to $2,182,362,502 in 
1971. This represented a 56 per cent in- 
crease over 1970 reports. Total permit 
values rose 85 per cent in Chicago, 43 per 
cent in the suburbs and 59 per cent in the 
unincorporated areas. 


The December, 1971, seasonally adjust- 


ed annual housing rate decreased 20 per 
cent from the November rate. Permits 
were issued at an annual rate equivalent 
to 62,196 housing units (25,740 homes and 
36,456 apartments).

In 1973, more than one million Ameri- 


can homeowners will install their own 
private wells and water systems, or re- 
place existing facilities according to the 
Water Systems Council. 


The Water Systems Council said the 


quality of the water from underground 
sources is better in most cases than wa- 
ter from a municipal system. Municipal 
systems depend on large sources of sup- 
ply requiring extensive filtration and 
chemical purification. 


Ground water is usually safe and clear 


because it has been naturally filtered 
through layers of soil and rock. Over 97 
per cent of the world's fresh water sup- 
ply is underground. Less than three per 
cent Is surface water, found in lakes and 
streams the council said. 


A reason why many homeowners have 


decided to install their own well and wa- 
ter system Is the cost, citing a S per cent 
increase in cost from June, 1970, to June, 
1971. 


A Water Systems Council study in- 


dicates that the total cost of a private 
well and water system — including 
equipment, installation, operation and 
maintenance — averages less than half 
the cost of municipally supplied water on 
a net cost per gallon basis.

If you are a homeowner, can you say 


for certain that the fire insurance cov- 
erage on your house is sufficient to cover 
its replacement value in today's rising 
real state market? 


Increased building costs together with 


other factors, including any improve- 
ments you may have made to your 
home, are almost certain to have in- 
creased its value considerably during the 
past few years. Meanwhile, if the limits 
of your fire insurance coverage have re- 
mained unchanged, you would probably 
be inadequately compensated for the loss 
if your house were to be destroyed, or 
even partially damaged, by fire.

A fire-and-extended-cov- 
erage policy or package-type Home- 
owners, or "HO", policy offers this kind 
of broad coverage. 


The "HO" policyholder who maintains 


his insurance at 80 per cent of value is 
reimbursed at full repair or replace- 
ment cost in event of partial damage to 
his home. On the other hand, if he is 
insured at less than that amount, he is 
compensated for damage only at the rate 
of replacement cost less depreciation. 


The policyholder can hedge against fu- 


ture 'increases in the replacement value 
of his home by subscribing to an "in- 
flationary guard endorsement" to his 
policy. If he does this, the insurance cov- 
erage will be increased automatically ev- 
ery three months at a specified rate de-

No Money Back 
Myth Dispelled 


Security deposits are a serious point of 


antagonism between landlord and tenant 
according to Edward N, Kelley, senior 
vice president of Kassuba Development 
Corp.' 


The firm is owner and developer of 


some 40.000 apartments in Trace commu- 
nities and other residential complexes 
nationwide. This includes 1" Traces with 
12.000 apartments in the Chicago metro- 
politan area. 


"Tenants feel they'll never get their 


money back, no matter what they do," 
Kelley said. To dispel this notion, Kas- 
suba is attempting to restore security to 
the security deposit by providing tenants 
with a checklist of various damages 
which could result in security deposit de- 
ductions. A tenant receives the checklist 
as soon as he gives notice that he's mov- 
ing. 


"With a little effort and care," Kelley 


says, "a tenant can get back his entire 
security deposit. If he knows in advance, 
for example, that $10 will be deducted 
for a dirty stove, or $4 for a dirty refrig- 
erator, he'll clean them himself before 
he moves." 


T h e checklist explains the most 


frequent damages for which charges are 
made against the security deposit, but 
only after fully considering "reasonable 
wear and tear." plus appropriate allow- 
ances for depreciation. 


Kassuba requires usualy less than half 


a month's rent as security deposit. 


According to the new Kassuba check- 


list, a tenant can avoid a $5 deduction by 
making sure that the toilet, tub and la- 
vatory are left in a reasonably clean con- 
dition. A broken bathroom mirror will 
cost him another $.1 


Broken windows or glass doors are 


charged on the basis of labor and mate- 
rial costs at current rates. The same pol- 
icy applies to any carpentry work re- 
quired to repair damages. 


Burns, stains or tears in a carpet 


which require patching or replacing are 
charged at the rate of $8 a square yard, 
including labor. Nicks, burns or stains in 
counter tops cost the tenant $1 per lineal 
inch for the section which needs replac- 
ing. 


If the tenant leaves holes in a wall 


larger than '/i-inch in diameter, thus re- 
quiring more than mere spackling to cor- 
rect, he is charged $1 per square inch of 
the section needing repair, up to 10 
square inches. Thereafter, the charge is 
$13 per square foot. 


Painting of deep tone or specially-decor- 


ated walls requiring a second coat — 
such as a wall painted black — results in 
charges of $28 for each wall in the room 
which has been decorated or darkly 
painted. 


If the apartment is runted furnished, 


charges for abusive wear to the furniture 
are assessed on an individual item basis. 
The same procedure is used for damages 
to fixtures and appliances. 


Kolley says one of the most frequent 


deductions is caused by tenants failing to 
return their keys. As a result, locks have 
to be re-keyed, costing the tenant $fi for 
entry locks and $4 for mailbox locks. 


"The day a tenant moves, one of utir 


staff goes into the apartment with him 
and explains how much we are deducting 
from his security deposit — if anything 
— and why." Kceley says. "We give the 
tenant a written pledge, similar to an 
10U, for the sum he has coming. Within 
two weeks he receives a check for the 
amount." 


Knowing in advance what damages to 


avoid has helped considerably in keeping 
a tenant's security deposit deductions at 
a bare minimum, Kelley said, "It's much 
easier for a landlord to take over a 
clean, undamaged apartment than one 
requiring a lot of work," he adds. "It's 
also easier on the moving tenant's pock- 
etbook."

MUSHROOM 
CAPS stuffed 
with 


walnuts and pistachios are everyday 
fare for Mrs. Klaus Paul of Schaum- 
burg. Mrs. Paul loves elegant food 
and prepares gourmet recipei regu- 
larly. 


"I'm not much of an everyday cook," 


she explained, "but I try gourmet reci- 
pes regularly on my days off," 


She, feels, too, that her husbald, Klaus, 


deserves special meals on the nights that 
she can cook for him. So she makes Veal 
Chops Manoir just for the two of them, 
as well as other times when she enter- 
tains guests, 
. When entertaining, she is likely to 
serve hors d'oeuvres first, and one of her 
specialties is Stuffed Mushrooms. In this 
recipe, large mushroom caps are sauteed 
and stuffed with a mixture of chutney, 
walnuts, and pistachio nuts.

This con- 
sists of lady fingers sprinkled with Cher- 
ry Heering liqueur for flavor and assem- 
bled in a serving dish with frozen and 
fresh strawberries and vanilla pudding.. 
She garnishes the top1 with whipped 
cream and whole strawberries.

Spread 1/3 cup 
of meat mixture and 1/3 cup of grated 
cheese over each. Repeat until- each 
stack contains 4 tortillas layered with 
meat sauce and cheese. Bake in 350 de- 
gree oven 30 minutes. Let stand 5 min- 
utes before cutting into prc-shaped wed- 
ges.

Italian Tortilla Snacks

The digits on those price stampers 


have been rolled up again and this time 
they're hitting the milk. 


In th« last two weeks, most super- 


markets have increased their milk 
prices. Average Increase* have been two 
t') four cents for a gallon and one to two 
cento pw half-gallon. In some cases, the 
price of a quart of milk al/io Increased by 
om» cent. 


The hike is the result of a bootstrap 


dame; In the dairy products pricing sys- 
tem. As the price paid to farmers for 
raw rnilk UMd in the manufacture of 
(;h<:w and other items In raised above a 
specified level, tho price of milk for resi- 
dential UJM; also rises, according to an 
ari;u dairy Industry spokesman. 


It's not likely that average consumers 


will drink less milk: however, you can 
cut co*t# by using rnllk substitutes in 
many recipea, 


KCONOMI/K BY substituting evapo- 


rated milk or nonfat dry milk wherever 
possible. A 13-ounce can of evaporated 
milk costs about 20 cents and when re- 
constituted with an equal amount of wa- 
ter, yields about three cups of milk. 


Nonfat dry milk is probably the bent 


bargain for cooking, A 9.8-ounce box 
which sells for about 50 cents makes 
three quarts of milk. 


Some milk drinkers may object to 


being served reconstituted evaporated or 
nonfat milk because the flavor Is unfa- 


miliar. However, this difference is un- 
noticeablc in baked products, puddings, 
custards or casseroles. 


The following recipe for cocoa comes 


from "Menu Planner," a publication 
from the American Dairy Association, 
with recipes suitable for everyday menu 
planning using nonfat dry milk. 


For three or four servings of cocoa, 


combine 1 cup Instant nonfat dry milk, % 
cup cocoa, 3 to 4 tablespoons sugar, and 
a dash of Halt in a saucepan. Gradually 
stir in 3 cups water and heat to boiling 
point. Lower heat and simmer 2 to 3 min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Add '// teaspoon 
vunilla and serve in mugs. 


FOH SPECIAL occasions top hot cocoa 


with the following whipped topping: Beat 
1/3 cup water and 1/3 cup nonfat dry 
milk with an electric mixer until fluffy, 
Gradually add 2 to 3 tablespoons sugar 
and continue heating until very stiff. 
Place a dollop on each serving of cocoa. 


A breakfast -fruit nog Is another eco- 


nomical way to reap the bonclft* of non- 
fat dry milk, 


Beat together % cup (6 ounce can) fro- 


zen orange juice concentrate, 1 cup in- 
stant nonfat dry milk and 3 cups water 
until thoroughly blended. Chill before 
serving, then add a sprinkling of con- 
namon or nutmeg over each serving. 


Other fruit juice concentrates may be 


substituted for a variety of nutritious 
breakfast drinki. 


Wonder Quiche 
Sparks Appetites 


Based on flattened rounds of enriched 


white bread, this recipe for Wonder 
Quiche eliminates the time-consuming 
job of mixing and rolling pie crust. 


To make the little appet-tarts, ITT 


Continental Baking Company Test Kitch- 
ens suggests slices of bread rolled with a 
rolling pin and cut with a large glass or 
a cookie cutter, The rounds of bread are 
buttered and placed butter side down hi 
small muffin tins, then brused with egg 
white and baked ten minutes. Mean- 
while, eggs and milk are combined with 
onion, bacon bits and Swiss cheese. The 
"crusts" are filled with the egg mixture 
and baked to set the rich custard. 


One of the beauties at these hors 


d'ouevrcs Is that the cups can undergo 
their first 10 minute baking early In the 
day, Later, while guests are gathering, 
the quiche are filled, They come wafting 
from the ovon, warm and fragarant, 15 
minutes later.

In the lightly-popuiated northeastern 


area of Florida flows a beautiful river, 
the Suwannee, which meanders by a 
number of .towns and villages and 
through some wild swamp areas in which 
I wouldn't like to be lost. 


This River Country has a character all 


its own and is proud of the fact that Step- 
hen Foster's immortal melody "Way 
Down Upon the Swanee Ribber" was in- 
spired by beauty of this stream. From 
the river and its enrivons also come the 
principal ingredients for a dinner "fit for 
kings" which we had in a little restau- 
rant in a village named Suwannee River. 


It's a simple meal of fried channel cat- 


fish or lisa (mullet), hush puppies and 
Swamp Cabbage, which I discovered is 
the heart of the Sabal Palm and grows 
lushly in the area. Most of us know this 
as Hearts of Palm, available in cans in 
.supermarkets. 


The catfish or the mullet are fileted, 


except for small catfish fried whole. Af- 
ter filets are washed and dried, season 
with salt and pepper, roll in white corn- 
meal, then cook in hot fat for 3 or 4 min- 
utes on each side or drop into deep fat 
for 5 to 6 minutes. The admonition is not 
to overcook. 


To make the hush puppies, mix 1 cup 


white conuneal, 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der and ]/i teaspoon salt. Add 1 medium 


onion minced, then 1 beaten egg, and 
mix well. Now add '/i cup milk and 
shape into small patties or drop from a 
teaspoon. , 
' 
_ 


Fry the hush puppies at 375 degrees in 


deep fat or in a skillet with one inch of 
hot fat until brown. Drain and serve pip- 
ing hot. 


NOT THAT MOST of our readers are 


going to run out into the swamp for Sab- 
al Palm Hearts, but here's how the dish 
is made. Should you try to cut some 
while in Florida, seek advice because if 
not properly done the product will be 
very bitter. 


Peel outer leaves from swamp cab- 


bage down to -the tender part and cut 
cross-wise in 
J/4 inch rounds. Let soak in \ 


water to-prevent turning dark. 


Fry 2 slices of cured ham and pour off 


excess fat. Add swamp cabbage and 
from 1 to 1% cups of water (depending 
on size). Cover and cook over medium 
heat for 30 minutes. Drain, season to 
taste and serve.

Artificial 
Food Colors 


UPl _ For thousands of years the 


people who sell food and drink have been 
doctoring their wares with artificial col- 
ors. 


They still are, according to a recent 


report from the National Research Coun- 
cil's food and nutrition board. 


And for more than 500 years govern- 


ments have been laying down the law 
against coloring of certain foods or 
against use of certain substances as food 
colors. 


They still are, as witness various rules 


and regulations of our own food and drug 
administration. 


It may be, as the old French saying 


has it, that the more things change the 
more they stay toe same. 


"For more than 2,000 years," accord- 


ing to the research council's report, "the 
main purpose of coloring foods was to 
disguise poor quality and, in many cases, 
obscure adulteration." 


Anyway, food coloring is an old prac- 


tice, started probably in 
prehistoric 


times. The Roman writer Pliny noted 
that wine was colored as far back as 200 
or 300 B.C. 


In the early 1800's according to the re- 


search council report, London house- 
wives were conditioned to buy only milk 
that had been tinted yellow to disguise 
the fact that it had been skimmed or wa- 
tered. Finally, in 1925, this coloring was 
outlawed. 
, . ' 


Some of the best of the old coloring 


substances were deadly. 


"ONE UNFORTUNATE 19th Century 


pickle fancier," the report noted, "died 
after regularly eating pickles colored 
green with copper sulfate." 


In the early 1800's, a Manchester, Eng- 


land, tea shop did a tine business in used 
tea leaves. It restored their virginal col- 
or with such chemicals as copper arse- 
oate, lead chomate, and indigo. 


Nowadays only certified dyes can be 


used to enhance food colors. Certified 
colors presumably are harmless. Only 
about 10 per cent of food consumed in the 
United States is treated with such pig- 
ments. 


These foods range 
from 
candies 


through ice creams and sherbets to 
snack foods, salad dressings, gravy, Jel- 
lies, and jams.

Consumer Tips 


Oranges are required by strict state 


regulations to be well matured before 
being harvested and shipped out of the 
producing state. Thus, skin color is not a 
reliable index of quality, and a greenish 
cast or green spots do not mean that the 
orange is immature, according to the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
* * * 


Chinese cabbage is primarily a salad 


vegetable, according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The plants are elon- 
gated, with some varieties developing a 
firm head and others an open, leafy 
form. 
* * * 


Questions are often asked about the 


difference between mayonnaise and sal- 
ad dressing. Mayonnaise is a stable 
emulsion of oil droplets in water; it 
doesn't separate because it is stabilized 
with egg yolk, according to the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture home econo- 
mists. Salad dressing contains less oil 
and a cooked starch paste which substi- 
tutes for part of the egg. 
* * * 


Some early-crop cabbage heads may 


be soft or only fairly firm, says the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. They're suit- 
able for immediate use, though, if the 
leaves are fresh and crisp.

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Self-Taught Chef At Hobson House 


by FRAN HECKART 
mlx yew old Richard Smevold 


looks more like the proverbial boy next 
door than a self-taught chef. But when he 
starts talking about a 12-pmiml salmon In 
aspic, there's no mistaking his profes- 
sion. 


Twelve-pound salmon are not exactly 


Rich's specialty, but try homemade cin- 
namon rolls, ham and cheese strata or 
lemon pie in a meringue crust and you're 
talking his language. The goodies are 
items found at dally luncheon buffets 
served by the Hobson House in Long 
Grove. 


About eight years ago when Rich's fa- 


ther, Herbert, retired, he purchased the 
Hobson House as a hobby. Since then, 
the restaurant has earned the reputation 
for serving homemade food prepared by 
the owner and his son. 


Rich began working in his father's 


kitchen during summers while he attend- 
ed college. He became so involved with 
the business that it has become his full- 
time profession. 


SINCE ALL OF the food is homemade, 


Rich is often up at 4 a.m. preparing for 
the buffet which is served from 11 a.m. 
to 2:30 p.m. A typical luncheon will in- 
clude several kinds of salads, two or 
three hot entrees, many delicious but ca- 
lorie packed dessert-favorites. 


"I like to keep an open mind," said 


Rich when asked why he didn't use 
brown 'n serve rolls instead of spending 
all that time in the kitchen. "I've never 
found any prepared food that tastes as 
good as our homemade varieties." 


During the eight years which the Sine- 


voids have been operating the Hobson 
House, it has become a family-type busi- 


ness. Rich and the elder Smevold reign 
in the kitchen. Rich's wife, Valarie, acts 
as hostess, buyer for the. gift'shop and 
public relations girl. His mother lends a 
hand by making all the centerpieces for 
the tables, 
, 


The atmosphere of the restaurant re- 


flects the family-style dining. However, 
there was some concern that the casual 
and congenial feeling would be lost with 
the recent expansion of the dining area. 
The area which originally seated about 
75 has just been remodeled and will now 
dine about twice that many quite com- 
fortably. 
' 


THE REMODELING doubts were un- 


founded for the dining room is as cozy 
and family-like as ever. According to 
Rich, this will probably be the last addi- 
tion since "you can only cook for so 
many." 


The Smevold chefs also have a penon- 


alized catering service. Rather than have 
a standard menu, they will ask the cus- 
tomer to describe the party and guests, 
then tailor a menu to fit the occasion. 


"One woman wanted four 12-pound 


salmon in aspic," said Rich. "I'd never 
prepared anything like that, but my fa- 
ther and I spent many long houri.ln the 
kitchen and delivered the salmon." 


Richard says that he loves to cook so 


enjoys any challenge such as the salmon. 
However, like so many good chefi, he 
uses cookbooks for reference rather than 
for specific directions, but did agree to 
sharing his recipe for one of the House 
specialties, lemon pie. 
LEMON PIE WITH MERINGUE CRUST 


Crust 


Beat three egg whites until firm. Grad- 


ually add 1/3 cup sugar, pinch of salt and 
1/3 teaspoon cream of tartar. When very 
firm, line a 9-inch metal pie pan with the 
mixture. Place in a 375-degree oven for 1 
hour. Turn oven off and leave crust in 
overnight. 


Filling: 


• Separate three large eggs. Grate rind 
of 1 lemon and set aside. Take juice of 1 
lemon, add \lk teaspoons unflavored 
gelatin and soften over'hot water. 


Beat egg yolks until very stiff, then 


add hot gelatin and lemon mixture and 
the lemon rind. Fold quickly into three 
whites which have been beaten stiff with 
Vt cup sugar, pinch of salt and Vi tea- 
spoon cream of tartar.

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Higher Food Prices Predicted 


by MARGUERITE DAVIS 


UPI — Food prices in grocery stores 


probably will average higher during the 
first half of 1973 than in 1971, according 
to agriculture department economist*. 


Pork, fresh fruits and vegetables, and 


eggs, which are expected to be In shorter 
supply, will lead the way. The econo- 
mists said food stores generally will be 
allowed to raise prices for fresh produce, 
but the government hopes the increases 
win be kept in the area of 2.5 per cent. 


The department said continued ex- 


pansion of income, its own food pro- 
grains, and higher food prices all point 
to more spending in grocery stores 
through mid'1972. But the rise in income 
levels will be less than in 1971, supplies 
will be smaller, and demand will be "a 
little sluggish," it said. 


Processors of some foods are "feeling 


the squeeze" of the economic program 
and likely will ask for price increases on 
such items as canned and frown vege- 
tables, fish, beef, and frozen orange 
juice. 


Supplies of steaks, roasts and other 


forms of beef should run modertuely 
larger in 1972. Feed prices dropped in 
the fall, reflecting a record corn oop, 
and the number of fed cattle taken to 
market rose. The department expect} av- 
erage beef consumption for the first half 
of 1972 to exceed 1971. 


But pork consumption probably will be 


substantially smaller than the 36 pounds 
per person consumed in the first half of 
1971. The economists estimate the 1971 
fall pig crop, which will supply the bulk 
of slaughter for the first half of 1972, is 7 
to 8 per cent smaller than a year earlier. 


THE DEP A H T M B N T said con- 


sumption of livestock products in the 
first hall of 1972 may decline by more 
than the usual rate because of the cut- 
back in hog supplies. 


Broiler production picked up in the 


fall, so consumption of chicken should in- 
crease in 1972. Consumers ate an aver- 
age of about 321 eggs in 1971, but that 
rate is expected to drop slightly in 1972. 


"Some people are concerned by the 


amount of cholesterol in eggs," an econo- 
mist said in accounting for the antici- 
pated decrease. "They require less ener- 
gy, and then there's not so much home 
baking. 


The smaller use of butter and lard in 


1972 is expected to be offset by more pur-

Assessed Valuation Rises 
23.5% In Schaumburg Twp. 


Assessed valuation in Schaumburg 


Township jumped 23.5 per cent con- 
stituting the largest increase in 38 Cook 
County Townships last year, according to 
the county assessor's office. 


Schaumburg Township's assessed valu- 


ation rose from $100.7 million in 1970 to 
1124 million last year. The figures given 
do not include the state's equalizer ap- 
plied for uniform tax bills. 


According to surveys Schaumburg 


Township led in the number of residen- 
tial housing starts in the greater Chicago 
metropolitan area last year. A surge in 
industrial and commercial development 
also was a major factor in the increase 
in real estate property assessments. 


An increase in building activity also 


pushed Elk Grove Township property 
valuations to $2«6.7 from $24«.4 million in 
1970, Charles Hodlmair, township asses- 
sor, said. 


Hodlmair said commercial building 


permits approved two years ago are 
being reflected as finished offices on the 
real estate rolls this year. 


IN PALATINE TOWNSHIP real estate 


property valuations increased .11.5 per 
cent from $131 million to $148 million 
while in Wheeling Township there was a 
$20 million increase in assessments from 
$261 million to $281 million. 


Along with a rise in real estate valu- 


ations, Elk Grove Township personal 
property assessments rose 26.2 per cent 
from $30.5 million in 1970 to $38 million 
last year. 


Hodlmair attributed the rise in person- 


al property assessments to additional 
equipment purchased by corporations 
such as machinery, trucks, electronic 
equipment and computers. He said indi- 
vidual personal property was not a ma- 
jor factor in the valuation increase al- 


though individual property is assessed. 


Assessing individual personal property 


is usually more of an approximation 
when persons fail to file a report of their 
taxable property. Under Illinois law, 
township assessors have the authority to 
estimate the value of personal property 
when the owner does not return a form 
declaring personal property. 


Individual personal property assess- 


ments are most easily based on the num- 
ber of cars owned by a family. Each 
household is allowed to exempt one car 
and one household of furniture from tax- 
ation. 


For instance', in Wheeling Township, 


Assessor Marshall Theroux said the $225 
standard personal property assessment 
is based on $150 assessed value on the 
number of cars above one plus a $75 pen- 
alty for failing to return a schedule of 
personal property. 


Residents Poll On Garbage Bags Set 


Hoffman Estates' residents are to help 


decide how they want their garbage han- 
dled. 


After heated discussion, the Hoffman 


Estates Village Board of Trustees Tues- 
day approved a teat program to deter- 
mine if either paper or plastic garbage 
bags are superior to garbage cans. 


The board allocated $6,000 to finance 


the 10-week study which would involve 
residents of the pie-shaped area between 
Higgms, Golf and Oakmont roads and 
Parcel B residents' near Conant High 
School. A total of 399 homes, 219 of them 
in the pie-shaped area and 180 in Parcel 
B, would alternate use of the paper and 
plastic bag* over the 10-week period. 
They would refrain from using garbage 
cans. 


All of the residents will be mailed in- 


formative letters and visited by a repre- 
sentative who will leave off and explain 
the proper use of the bags, racks and 
holders.

A record-breaking 25 per cent return of 


the total goal of the Twinbrook YMCA 
sustaining membership drive has been 
reported by YMCA director Robert Wil- 
liams. 


Williams said the total family member- 


At the first meeting 
of the 200 volunteers who are soliciting 
sustaining memberships, $4,400

The first results of the drive that ends 


March S are higher than any sustaining 
membership drive totals have been in 
the past, said Williams.

The top team, headed by Bill Hall of 


Hoffman Estates, brought in $445.

They also will be asked to make 
a preference between paper or plastic 
bags. The village board, after analyzing 
the questionnaires, will decide whether 
the village should change to bags and 
what kind of bags should be used. 


TRUSTEES Ed Hennessey and Daryl 


Rathman voted nay on the issue. "I think 
we're reinventing the wheel here," Hen- 
nessey said. The trustee was referring to 
the fact that two bordering villages — 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows — have 
already conducted similar tests. Why not 
utilize their experiences to make a deci- 
sion instead of spending $5,000 for anoth- 
er test here?" he asked. 


Trustee Diane Jensen, environmental 


committee chairman, claimed 'it is im- 
portant that Hoffman Estates residents 


be given the opportunity to voice their 
own opinion on the matter. Palatine se- 
lected plastic bags and Rolling Meadows 
opted for paper bags following their re- 
spective tests. Mrs. Jensen proposed the 
test. 


Trustee Rathman, concurring with 


Hennessey's objections, said that if the 
test must be conducted, it should be con- 
ducted at random throughout the entire 
village instead of being restricted to two 
selected areas. 


It will be much easier and more con- 


clusive to use selected blocks for the 
test, Mrs. Jensen replied. 


Mrs. Jensen claims possible advan- 


tages of using bags rather than cans are 
that the bags are more sanitary, weigh 
less, are easier to carry and are more 
aesthetically pleasing. Also, in some 
communities, the bags have proved less 
susceptible to animals.

A day care center ordinance propoted 


for the village o( Schaumburg to stronger 
than state regulation*, and could make It 
economically unfeasible to locate a pro- 
poned center in the village, according to 
the potential operators. 


The ordinance was brought to the vil- 


lage board Tuesday night by Harry 
Mammach, chairman of the plan com- 
mission, with a recommendation (or ap- 
proval. It would require a minimum of 50 
square feet of interior usable space per 
child, and 75 square feet of exterior play 
area per child, where the comparable 
state requirements are 35 and SO square 
feet. 


Other provisions of the ordinance, 


which would make zoning for day care 
centers a special use in any zoning class 
area, require four parking spaces per 
1,000 square feet of interior space, a fire 
proof building and compliance with regu- 
lations or the Cook County Health De- 
partment and the village food handlers 
ordinance 


The proposed village ordinance also 


differs from state regulations in that it 
requires exterior play areas be adjacent 
to day care center buildings. 


MR. AND MRS. Richard Clatch, who 


plan to rent space in a proposed building 
noar Roselle and Schaumburg roads, ar- 
gued against the increased interior space 
requirements in the village proposal. 


They said it would require (hem to raise 
prices to the point where working par- 
ents in split homes could not afford to 
use the center. 


In their current center, Poco Loco Day 


Care Center in Glenvlew, they charge »25 
per week per child, they said, it they 
were required to provide 50 interior 
square feet per child, they would have to 
up their fee to »35 or $40 per child, and 
the cost would be prohibitive, they said.

Health Study Unit Seeks More Money 


More money is being sought by the 


Northwest Cook County Health Needs 
Study Committee, formed locally to de- 
termine the feasibility of establishing a 
hospital In greater Schaumburg Town- 
ship.

of the consultants' estimates 


Silverman is to report back to the full 


committee March 13, at which time a 
consultant may be selected 


The proposed study would spell out the 


health care needs in the greater Schaum- 
burg Township area by scrutinizing 
existing health care facilities, present 
and projected population, transportation, 
commercial and industrial expansion 
possibilities and selected demographic 
and socio-economic characteristics 


THE COMMITTEE has said the gener- 


al study area will be bordered on the 
north by the Cook-Lake County lines, on 
the south by DuPage County including 
the greater Roselle area, on the west by 
Rte 59 and on the east by Rte 53.

canceled its second regularly monthly 
meeting which was scheduled for tonight. 


The commission will have its next 


meeting March 9. 


Though Theroux keeps constant tabs 


on assessments which are the result of 
building and razing, the current reas- 
sessing process is called a quadrennial, 
which is completed every four years. 


"The quadrennial is a reexamination 


of land values and a revision of assess- 
ments on improvements on the land," 
said Theroux. "It has traditionally been 
done on the township level by a com- 
mittee of local people with experience in 
real estate and appraising land." 


THOUGH THE county has taken over 


all work involved in the quadrennial in 
what Theroux calls a part of the county's 
move to centralize, Theroux has re- 
viewed all land in the township and 
made recommendations to the county on 
the basis of his findings. 


Land and buildings were reviewed by 


Theroux and his staff by maps; recent 
aerial photographs, knowledge of the 
township, and an occasional visit to cer- 
tain areas. 


"In some cases I wasn't sure'exactly 


what type of structure was at a certain 
location, so I had to go look," Theroux 
said, "There were about 200 such cases." 


Besides the problem of keeping up with 


the building going on in Wheeling Town- 
ship, Theroux has to know the zoning 
changes that are made weekly at the vil- 
lage level. 


"I SAT DOWN with officials of the five 


communities in Wheeling Township to 
find out what zoning changes have been 
made recently," Theroux said. 


Though it took several months of 


searching out records and correcting as- 
sessments because of zoning, officials at 
the Cook County Assessors office aren't 
obligated to even look at Theroux recom- 
mendations. 


"We'll take the recommendations into 


consideration as we would with any citi- 
zen's recommendations," said Edward 
O'Connell of the county assessor's office. 
"The quadrennial is being handled at the 
county level." 


Building value reappraisals have been 


done at the county level for years. Every 
four years, a two per cent reduction is 
fed into the property tax computer as the 
standard depreciation, Theroux said. 


"The two per cent in Wheeling Town- 


ship means about a $25 reduction per 
home," Theroux said. 


LAND VALUES, however, have always 


been reappraised parcel by parcel. 


"Land in new subdivisions for ex- 


ample, has grown in value from when it 
was farm land," Theroux said. "It's the 
character of the land, including the zon- 
ing that counts." 


Theroux also said that the county may 


find some land in the township that is 
underassessed at today's values as com- 
pared with other areas. Therefore, some 
tax bills may be higher in 1972. 


"I did the work and gave the county 


my recommendation under the assump- 
tion that people down there want the in- 
formation for good tax assessments," 
Theroux said. "I won't know if they use 
my recommendations until this fall when 
the 1972 tax assessments are made pub- 
lic."

Whipple Tree 
Sales Issue 
To Be Heard 


The Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals will be asked next week to permit 
trailer sales at a sales office that has 
been operating for six months wth im- 
proper zoning. 


The board will hear the case of the 


Whipple Tree Village sales office at 3 
p.m. March 3 in the Wheeling Municipal 
Building. 


The sales office owners, whose identi- 


ties are hidden in a bank trust, will ask 
the board to grant general commercial 
(B-5) zoning for their .office on Mil- 
waukee Avenue just south of Wheeling. 


Although trailers have been Sold at the 


office since last fall, the site is zoned for 
restricted manufacturing (M-l) a classi- 
fication that does not allow such sales. 


Ernie Stavros, office manager, was 


cited last November for a zoning viola- 
tion, but the office has remained open 
and the case has not gone to court. 


Paul Marcy, secretary of the zoning 


board, said the normal county procedure 
is to suspend legal action until the board 
acts on the rezoning request. If rezoning 
is granted, the owners will not be prose- 
cuted, he said. 


THE OWNERS could be fined $200 for 


each day the office operates illegally if 
they are convicted, according to Edmund 
Kornowicz of the county department of 
building and zoning. 


Trailers sold at the office are used al 


the Whipple Tree Village Trailer Park on 
McHenry Road. Last week village offi- 
cials reported that 10 families are living 
in trailers at the park. 


The trailer park itself was the center 


of a controversy when it was proposed in 
1970. The village board adopted an ordi- 
nance permitting the trailer park, even 
though it was opposed by some residents. 


The trailer park eventually will have 


450 trailers on 49 acres west of McHenry 
Road near the northern edge of the vil- 
lage.

ation rose from $100.7 million in 1970 to 
$124 million lost year. The figures given 
do not include the state's equalizer op- 
plied for uniform tax bills. 


According to surveys Schaumburg 


Township led in the number of residen- 
tial housing starts In the greater Chicago 
metropolitan area last year. A surge in 
industrial and commercial development 
also was a major factor in the increase 
in real estate property assessments. 


An increase in building activity also 


pushed Elk Grove Township property 
valuations to $265.7 from $246.4 million in 
1070, Charles Hodlmair, township asses- 
sor, said. 


Hodlmair said commercial building 


permits approved two years ago are 
being reflected as finished offices on the 
real estate rolls this year. 


IN PALATINE TOWNSHIP real estate 


property valuations increased 11.5 per 
cent from $131 million to $146 million 
while in Wheeling Township there was a 
$20 million increase in assessments from 
$261 million to $281 million. 


Along with a rise in real estate valu- 


ations, Elk Grove Township personal 
property assessments rose 28,2 per cent 
from $30.5 million in 1070 to $38 million 
last year. 


Hodlmair attributed the rise in person- 


al property assessments to additional 
equipment purchased by corporations 
such -as machinery, trucks, electronic 
equipment and computers. He said indi- 
vidual personal property was not a ma- 
r, 


jor factor in the valuation increase al- 
though individual property is assessed. 


Assessing individual personal property 


is usually more of an approximation 
when persons fall to file a report of their 
toxable property. Under Illinois law, 
township assessors have the authority to 
estimate the value of personal property 
when the owner does not return a form 
declaring personal property. 


Individual personal property assess- 


ments are most easily based on the num- 
ber of cars owned by a family. Each 
household is allowed to exempt one car 
and one household of furniture from tax- 
ation. 


For instance, in Wheeling Township, 


Assessor Marshall Thcroux said the $225 
standard personal property assessment 
is based on $150 assessed value on the 
number of cars above one plus a $75 pen- 
alty for failing to return a schedule of 
personal property.

Township Agrees 
To Pay For 19% 
Of Road Repairs 


Wheeling Township has agreed to pay 


for about one-fifth of the cost of repair- 
ing Arlington Heights Road, according to 
Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary Arm- 
strong. 


At last Tuesday's village board meet- 


ing Armstrong said he had received a 
letter from Wheeling Township officials 
indicating "they will participate in con- 
struction costs of the road" in proportion 
to the percentage of the road that is un- 
der township jurisdiction. 


According to Armstrong, the township 


has agreed to pay for 19 per cent of the 
repair bill for the Cook County section of 
the road. 


The village of Buffalo Grove has com- 


mitted $120,000 in motor fuel tax funds 
for the project, which is expected to be- 
gin this spring. 


The village is asking other govern- 


mental bodies to pay in proportion to the 
part of the road in their Jurisdictions, to 
offset the cost to Buffalo Grove. 


The village 
has 
asked Arlington 


Heights to contribute $35,000 as its share. 
Arlington Heights has taken no formal 
action on the request, but Armstrong 
said Tuesday, "I'm hopeful they will be 
willing to participate in the construction 
cost." 


HE SAID Arlington Heights realizes 


the problem and added that engineering 
drawings will be sent to that village for 
study. 


The Lake County part of the road was 


resurfaced last fall under an agreement 
with the Lake County Public Works De- 
partment. Lake County paid the initial 
cost and Buffalo Grove will repay the 
county over a five-year period as money 
becomes available. 


Cook County officials have verbally of- 


fered to contribute $80,000 to fix the unre- 
paired part of the road, but the county 
has not firmed up the offer. 


The repair project is on schedule, ac- 


cording to Armstrong. He said engineer- 
ing drawings should be finished in about 
two weeks and bids sought shortly there- 
after.

NW Mental Health May Get Building 


by NANCY COWGER 


Within a year, a new building to house 


Northwest Mental Health Clinic may be 
constructed on the south side of Algon- 
quin Road, just east of Roselle Road in 
unincorporated Palatine Township. 


Tentative plans for the building al- 


ready, have been drawn up, zoning has 
been obtained from Cook County and the 
Northwest Mental Health Association 
which operates the clinic, has leased a 
one-acre site from Catholic Charities for 
$10 a year. But several factors could 
make Algonquin Road an undesirable lo- 
cation. 


A decision on the site will be made in 


about six months, said Van E. Wells, 
member of the association board of di- 
rectors. He announced the building plan 
Sat. 


The association, with clinic and offices 


now at 1711 W. Campbell St., Arlington 
Heights, has applied for a federal grant 
through the state for $190,000» to continue 
clinic services next year. The fiscal year 
starts July 1. 


The $190,000 is to serve the townships 


of Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Palatine and 


Wheeling, areas now included in clinic 
jurisdiction. 


Wells spent Saturday visiting .five 


banks and savings and loans in the four 
township area, asking each of them'to 
help finance a share of the $135,000 
needed to construct the building. "All 
agreed no decision on financing can be 
made until the grants and coverage 
areas are determined by the state. 


The clinic has operated in Arlington 


Heights .for nine years. It. started in a 
store front in Westgate Shopping Center, 
Campbell and Wilke streets, and later 
took in an adjoining store front for floor 
space totalling 2,500 square feet. 


THE PROPOSED new building would 


double the present size, and provide 
more efficient space, said Wells and Lois 
Radtke, association executive secretary. 


The most frequent patient is the subur- 


ban housewife left at home with children 
while her husband travels in his work, 
, said Mrs. Radtke. Second most common 
is the suburban husband who has finan- 
cially mismanaged his life, trying to 
"keep up with the Joneses," buying too 
many things on time or simply over- 


loading himself with debts. 


In the fiscal year ending June 30, the 


clinic served 2,120 persons. Of these 848 
were the initial patient, while 1,272 were 
collateral patients, or persons closely re- 
lated to the initial patient and involved in 
his problem. 


By home communities, the patient to} 


tal included Arlington Heights, 208; Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg, 144; Pat 
a tine, 119; Rolling Meadows, 97; Mount 
Prospect, 93; Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, 85; Elk Grove Village, 68;. Profr 
pect Heights, 28; and Des Plaines, six. *

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Back Ambulance 
Heart Units, But 
Not With Money 


Palatine officials have approved in 


principle an area-wide plan to equip pub- 
lic ambulances with emergency heart 
care machinery, but have yet to decide 
whether to appropriate more than $6,600 
in local funds for the program. 


The village board, following the recom- 


mendation of the public health and wel- 
fare committee, approved the concept of 
the plan, but deferred official adoption 
and expenditure of funds until staff 
members of Northwest Community Hos- 
pital approve. 


A legal opinion from the village attor- 


ney on the liability of village firemen 
who use the emergency equipment will 
also be received before the board makes 
its final decision. 


Trustee Tom Ahcrn, chairman of the 


health committee, made the recommen- 
dation to the board after his committee 
had met with Mrs. Janet Schwettman, 
chief backer of the program and an In- 
verness resident. She asked the board 
last month for money to help finance the 
project. 


The emergency care would Include 


Palatine, Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, Hoffman Estates, 
Inverness, 


Mount Prospect and Schaumburg, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Schwettman's plan. The 
equipment, which would be Installed in 
municipal fire department ambulances, 
is designed to stabilize the condition of a 
heart attack victim in the first few criti- 
cal minutes following the attack. 


THE PROGRAM would be worked out 


ID conjunction with Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, which will house receiving 
equipment for the heart patients. The 
hospital will also train fire department 
personnel in the use of the machinery, 
according to the plan. 


However, there has been no final deter- 


mination whether the hospital will par- 
ticipate in the program. 


Each of the participating municipal- 


ities would pay a share of the total cost 
of the project. The package cost for Pal- 
atine and Inverness, which are both 
served by the Palatine Rural Fire Dis- 
trict, would be $12,374. Of this, Palatine 
would pay half with the other half split 
between Inverness and the fire depart- 
ment, who have already appropriated 
their funds. 


Two units would be installed in Pala- 


tine ambulances, one on each aide of the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks. 
Each vehicle would be equipped with a 
defibrillator to apply an electrical shock 
to restore the victim's heartbeat, in addi- 
tion to the equipment necessary to 
record and transmit his condition. 


Equipment would be operated by ape- 


claly-trained firemen who, with a two-

Rago Dedicates Career To Youths 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


Donald C. Rago didn't have a particu- 


larly difficult childhood. 


But he realizes that many other kids 


did, and that kids growing up nowadays 
face the same types'of problems his gen- 
eration did but with a few added com- 
plications. 


And because of that, Rago has dedi- 


cated his late-blossoming career to work- 
ing with youth, helping them to deal 
with, and hopefully overcome, the trials 
and tribulations of growing up. 


"It's a freaky world," he says. "What 


is the role of being a kid today? What is 
the role of being a parent today? These 
are questions that have to be dealt 
with." 


Rago is in a position to work with 


young people as executive director of the 
Palatine Township Youth Committee. 


He's in his second week in that posi- 


tion, which also involves overseeing op- 
erations of The Bridge, the youth ser- 
vices bureau which assists young people 
in Palatine, Inverness, Rolling Meadows, 
Arlington Heights, Hoffman Estates, 
Schaumburg and Harrington. 


Rago's approach to youth problems is 


simple: He doesn't tell anyone what to 
do. 


"One of my basic premises is to never 


make a decision for a kid," he said. "It's 
not legitimate to come in and say, 
'You're right, you're wrong.' What you 
have to do is say, 'This is what's going 
on, now you'll have to decide how to deal 
with it.' " 


RAGO SEES the problems involving 


youths, such as drugs, runaways and 
juvenile delinquency, as symptomatic of 
larger problems. 


"Kids sometimes feel they're isolated 


in a vacuum," he said. "But they're at- 
tached to the family structure, the school 
structure and all sorts of institutional 
structures, whether they like it or not. 


"All of these things interact on their 


lives every day." 


Part of the solution to the problems 


can be gained through communication, 
Rago said. "You have to have a sender 
and a receiver; the message has to go 
both ways," he said, adding: "And it has 
to be meaningful." 


Rago, who lives in Oak Park, has not 


yet had much direct contact with youths 
in the Palatine Township area, but in- 


dicated he did not expect their problems 
to be much different from those faced by 
youths on the northwest side of Chicago, 
where he previously worked. 


He had been associated with a YMCA 


outreach program since 1968, when he 
was graduated from Roosevelt Univer- 
sity with a degree in youth services. 


Before that, Rago, now 32, had follow- 


ed his father into the barber business, 
and eventually had his own shop. He 
went back to school, he says, "because 
of the restraints in the business." 


AS AN OUTREACH worker, Rago han- 


dled problems ranging "from drugs to 
general family consultation and runa- 
ways — you name it." 


The counseling wasn't always success- 


ful. Rago is still in. touch with a 21-year- 
old drug addict who is in Cook County 
Hospital with third degree burns after 
his third overdose. 


And he acknowledges that it will take 


time to gain the trust of Palatine Town- 
ship area youths. Rago expects it will be 
a few months before a good rapport can 
be established. 


In the meantime, he's been meeting 


with various officials and agencies within 


the area served by the youth committee 
and The Bridge to establish contacts: 
Rago believes greater involvement on 
the part of "the community" — parents7, 
churches, schools, and other institutions 
— would help the teenager overcome the 
rough spots he encounters while growing 
up. 


The kids themselves? They'll come to 


him, Rago thinks. "And that's what I'm 
here for."

There may be a nominal drop in prop- 


erty tax bills next year 
If recom- 


mended reassessments of property in 
Wheeling Township nre accepted by the 
Cook County assessor's office. 


Adjusted assessments, which would af- 


fect the 1972 property tax, to be paid in 
1973, were recommended by Township 
Assessor Marshall Thcroux who has just 
completed a study of all 33,000 parcels of 


land in the township. 


The study does not affect the 1971 tax 


hilts, to be mailed to property owners in 
the next few months. 


Wheeling township includes Prospect 


Heights and Wheeling and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Mount 
Prospect and lies Plaines. 


Though Thcroux keeps constant tabs 


on assessments which are the result of 
building and razing, the current reas- 


sessing process is called a quadrennial, 
which Is completed every four years., 


"The quadrennial is a reexamination 


of land .values and a revision of assess- 
ments on improvements on the land," 
said Theroux. "It has traditionally been 
done on the township level by a com- 
mittee of local people with experience in ' 
real estate and appraising land." 


THOUGH THE county has taken over 


all work involved in the quadrennial in 
what Theroux calls a part of'the county's 
move to centralize, Theroux has re- 
viewed all land in the township and 
made recommendations' to the county on 
the basis of his findings. 


Land and buildings were reviewed by 


Theroux and his staff by maps, recent 
aerial photographs, knowledge of the

Officials Buying 
80 Acres For A 
City Golf Course 


Rolling Meadows officials are negotiat- 


ing to purchase 80 acres west of the city 
to develop a municipal golf course. 


Mayor Roland Meyer said Tuesday the 


city has begun negotiating to buy a tract 
of land located east of Quentin Road and 
north of Old Plum Grove Road in an 
unincorporated area. 


He said "if tne numbers are right," 


referring to the purchase price of the 
property, and the City Council agrees 
with the proposal, the city will buy the 
land, annex it and build at least a nine- 
hole golf course there. 


The city aldermen have given him a 


greet light to pursue negotiations and 
learn how much the property is selling 
for and what development, maintenance 
and anticipated revenue figures would 
be. 


Meyer said he didn't have any specific 


cost figures but mentioned that for pur- 
chase and development, the city is talk- 
ing in terms of $1,5 million to $2 million 
dollars spread out over several years. 


"THE FIRST THING we have to do is 


get a solid price on the land and arrange 
the terms of the sale. Then we have to 
figure what it's going to cost us to open 
the doors and'play golf. When we get 
these figures we'll sit down and figure if 
it's feasible and decide how we'll finance 
it," Meyer said. 


Be added he knows that other parties 


are interested in the property, but hinted 
that the city his an inside track toward 
purchasing the land. He said the city 
would either develop about SO acres as a 
nine-hole golf course and 30 acres as 
open recreational land or try to purchase 
additional property sufficient to build an 
IB-hole golf course. He said an 18-hole 
course requires 90 to 110 acres. 


The project may be financed, she said, 


directly from the sales tax surplus which 
comes in at a rate of about $1.2 million 
per year or it could be partially financed 
by the surplus and the remainder raised 
through the sale of municipal bonds. 


A municipal bond sale would require 


approval by city referendum, Meyer 
said, which would necessitate public 
hearings on the proposal. He said, how- 
ever, that the city would probably hold 
public hearings even if the bond issue 
idea is scrapped.

land — is completed.

Thomas Waldron initiated a plan that fell 
through last year to use a portion of Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve for a golf course.

Rago Dedicates Career To Youths 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


Donald C. Rago didn't have a particu- 


larly difficult childhood. 


But he realizes that many other kids 


did, and that kids growing up nowadays 
face the same types of problems his gen- 
eration did but with a few added com- 
plication's. 


And because of that, Rago has dedi- 


cated his late-blossoming career to work- 
ing with youth, helping them to deal 
with, and hopefully overcome, the trials 
and tribulations of growing up. 


"It's a freaky world," he says. "What 


is the role of being a kid today? What is 
the role of being a parent today? These 
are questions that have to be dealt 
with." 


Rago is in a -position to work with 


young people as executive director of the 
Palatine Township Youth Committee. 


He's in his'second week in that posi- 


tion, which also involves overseeing op- 
erations of The Bridge, the youth ser- 
vices bureau which assists young people 
in Palatine, Inverness, Rolling Meadows, 
Arlington Heights, Hoffman 
Estates, 


Schaumburg and Barrington. 


Rago's approach to youth problems is 


simple: He doesn't tell anyone what' to 
do. 


"One of my basic premises is to never 


make a decision for a kid," he said. "It's 
not legitimate to come in and say, 
'You're right, you're wrong.' What you 
have to do is say, 'This is what's going 
on, now you'll have to decide how to deal 
with it.' " 


RAGO SEES the problems involving 


youths, such as drugs, runaways and 
juvenile delinquency, as symptomatic of 
larger problems. 


"Kids sometimes feel they're isolated 


in a vacuum," he said. "But they're at- 
tached to the family structure, the school 
structure and all sorts of institutional 
structures, whether they like it or not. ' 


"All of these things interact on their 


lives every day." 


Part of the solution to the problems 


can be gained through communication, 
'Rago said. "You have to have a sender 
and a receiver; the message has to go 
both ways," he said, adding: "And it has 
to be meaningful." . 


Rago, who lives in Oak Park, has not 


yet had much direct contact with youths 
in the Palatine Township area, but in- 


dicated he did not expect their problems 
to be much different from those faced by 
youths on the northwest side of Chicago, 
•where he previously worked. 
' He had been associated with a YMCA 
'outreach program since 1968, when he 
was graduated from Roosevelt, Univer- 
sity with a degree in youth services'. 


Before that, Rago, now 32, had follow- 


ed his father into the barber business, 
and eventually had .his own shop. He 
went back to school, he says, "because 
of the restraints in the business." 


AS AN OUTREACH worker, Rago han- 


dled problems ranging' "from drugs to 
general family consultation and runa- 
ways — you name it.", 


1 The counseling wasn't always success- 
ful. Rago is still in touch with a 21-year- 
old drug addict who is in Cook County 
Hospital with third degree burns after 
his third overdose. 


And he acknowledges that it will take 


time to gain the trust of Palatine Town- 
ship area youths. Rago expects it will be 
a few months before a good rapport can 
be established. 


In the meantime, he's been meeting 


with various officials and agencies within 


the area served by the youth committee* 
and The Bridge to establish contacts: 
Rago believes greater involvement ori 
the part of "the community" — parents; 
churches, schools, and other institutions 
— would help the teenager overcome th» 
rough spots he encounters while growing? 
up. 


The kids themselves? They'll come to" 


him, Rago thinks. "And that's what I'm; 
here for."

Police Union Chapter

The Rolling Meadows chapter of the

'Multi-Media' Approach In Grade Schools 
A New Way To Teach The 'New Math' 


by CINDY TEW 


Parents weren't .the only ones left be- 


hind when "new math" was introduced 
in School Dist. 25 about five years ago. 
Many students were, too. While new 
math helped some, it confused others.' 


Four teachers and the principal of Pat- 


ton School in Arlington Heights have 
recently developed a new way to teach 
the new math, which is focused on the 
individual student. . , 


"Differences among children require 


careful consideration 'if the learning ex- 
perienced of the individual -child are to 
be effective and rewarding," according 
to the program's rationale statement. 


"The project of creating a math pro- 


gram was undertaken when no single, 
store-bought math program could meet 
the needs of all students," said Ken 
Kauth, learning center director and co- 
developer of the program. ' 


Al Holt, principal of Patton and fourth 


and fifth grade teachers Dennis Krueger, 
Mrs. Mary "Anne Mulcahy and Barbara 
Gerch are the other major contributors 
to the development of the new math pro- 
gram. 


The individualized math takes a multi- 


media approach. Instead of using a 
single math book, cover to cover,.teach- 
ers use several books, as well as film- 
strips, games and tape recorders. Some 
tests are even taped so non-readers are 


not penalized. 


STUDENTS WORK on math problems 


both individually and in groups in their 
classroom. Some skills in math are 
achieved by a trip to the learning center 
f o r 
work on new gadgets called 


geoboards and cyclo teachers. Games 
and combinations of building blocks are 
also used. 


Mimeographed instruction packets for 


several units at the fourth through sixth 
grade level are complete with a list of 
math skills to be achieved, a pre-test and 
programs. After students complete the 
programs they are assigned to as a re- 
sult of the pre-test, a post test is given, 
scored and recorded. 


"When flexibility in the curriculum is 


achieved it is essential that the teacher 
'have tools of evaluation and tools of 
recording these evaluations," according 
to the new method rationale. 


The mimeographed instruction packs 


can also be used in a more traditional 
class setting, with all students working 
together. Last year students at Patton 
worked on math units together because' 
the programs were still being written. 


"We were writing the units as the stu- 


dents were using them," Krueger said. 


Headaches Krueger said he encoun- 


tered as the entire class was working to- 
gether were the students who were bored 
and others who needed continuous indi- 


vidual help.

"This year slower students are really 


comprehending math, step by -step," 
Krueger said. "Others are breezing 
through in high grade levels where they 
belong."

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Assessed Valuations In Area Show Sharp Increase 


by CINDY TEW 


There may be a nominal drop In prop- 


erty tax bills next ye,ar if recom- 
mended reassessments of property in 
Wheeling Township are accepted by the 
Cook County assessor's office. 


Adjusted assessments, which would af- 


fect the 1972 property tax, to be paid in 
1973, were recommended by Township 
Assessor Marshall Theroux who has just 
completed n study of nil 33,000 parcels of 


land In the township. 


The study does not affect the 1971 tax 


bills, to be mailed to property owners in 
the next few months. 


Wheeling township includes Prospect 


Heights and Wheeling and parts of Ar- 
lington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Mount 
Prospect and Oes Plaines. 


Though Theroux keeps constant tabs 


on assessments which are the result of 
building and razing, the current reas- 


sessing process is called a quadrennial, 
which is completed every four years. 


"The quadrennial is^a reexaminatlon 


of land values and a revision of assess- 
ments on improvements on the land," 
said Theroux. "It has traditionally been 
done on the township level by a com- 
mittee of local people with experience in 
real estate and appraising land." 


THOUGH THE county has taken over 


all work {involved in the quadrennial in 
what Theroux calls a part of the county's 
move to centralize, Theroux has1 re- 
viewed all land in the township and 
made recommendations to the county on 
the basis of his findings. 


Land and buildings were reviewed by 


Theroux and his staff by maps, recent 
aerial photographs, knowledge of the 
township, and an occasional visit to cer- 
tain areas. 


3 File On First Day For 3 Open School Board Posts 


Three persons turned in petitions for 


three positions on the Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 school board on the first filing 
day Wednesday. 


John Stull, 309 Viola Ln, Prospect 


Heights, was the first person in line to 
file at the Dist. 23 administration offices, 
700 N. Schoenbeck Rd. 


Also filing were Alan Krmsky, 2027 


liosehill Dr., Arlington Heights, an in- 
cumbent, and Ronald Sowatzke, 201 E. 
Willow Rd , Prospect Heights 


The filing was the first public in- 


dication that Sowatske, a resident of 
Prospect Heights for l'/4 years, would 
run for the board. 


Assistant Inspector Hired 


Sowatzke, 41, with five children in Dist, 


23 schools, said he has been attending 
school board 
meetings 
for several 


months, since he moved to the district. 


He said although he has never served 


on a school board, he has attended 
Downers Grove school board meetings as 
a representative of the Jaycees. 


"I am very much interested in educa- 


tion, and I want to'help formulate the 


plans instead of sitting back and com- 
plaining about the schools," Sowatzke 
said. 


SOWATZKE SAID he feels that financ- 


ing of education will go through some 
drastic changes in the next 2% years and 
he would like to see that the changes are 
for the benefit of the schools. 


March 17 is the deadline for filing nom- 


inating petitions. 


"In some cases I wasn't sure exactly 


what type of structure was at a certain 
location, so I had to go look," Theroux 
said. "There were about 200 such cases " 


Besides the problem of keeping up with 


the building going on in Wheeling Town- 
ship, Theroux has to know the zoning 
changes that are made weekly at the vil- 
lage level, 


"I SAT DOWN with officials of the five 


communities in Wheeling Township to 
find out what zoning changes have been 
made recently," Theroux said. 


Though it took several months of 


searching out records and correcting as- 
sessments because of zoning, officials at 
the Cook County Assessors office aren't 
obligated to even look at Theroux recom- 
mendations. 


"We'll take the recommendations into 


consideration as we would with any citi- 
zen's recommendations," said Edward 
O'Connell of the county assessor's office. 
"The quadrennial is being handled at the 
county level." 
> 


Building value reappraisals have been 


done at the county level for years. Every 
four years, a two per cent reduction is 
fed into the property tax computer as the 
standard depreciation, Theroux said. 


"The two per lent in Wheeling Town- 


ship means about a $25 reduction per 
home," Theroux said 


LAND VALUES, however, have always 


been reappraised parcel by parcel. 


"Land in new subdivisions for ex- 


ample, has grown in value from when it 
was farm land," Theroux said "It's the 
character of the land, including the zon- 
ing that counts." 
' 


Theroux also said that the county may 


find some land in the township that it. 
Underassessed at today's values as com- 
pared with other areas Therefore, some 
tax bills may be higher in 1972. 


"I did the work and gave the county 


my recommendation under the assump- 
tion that people down there want the in- 
formation for good tax assessments," 
Theroux said "I won't know if they use 
my recommendations until this fall when 
the 1972 tax assessments are made pub 
lie." 


John Gleich, an Arlington Heights resi- 


dent, has been hired as the new assistant 
village building inspector in Barrington. 
Hired under a federal funding program, 
Gleich will assist Village Building In- 
spector Roy Crumrine in a variety of ac- 
tivities. 


"He was hired under the Emergency 


Employment Act of 1971," Crumrine said 
Friday. "The legislation provides that 
the government will pay up to $700 per 
month in salary to the man hired by the 
village " 


The government also pays for part of 


the training involved. Gleich will attend 
the Suburban Building Officials Confer- 
ence next month, the University of Illi- 
nois Academy for Code Enforcement 
next January and the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association meeting in November 
of this year. 


Gteich. whose experience comes from 


working for his father's contracting firm 
in Schaumburg. will specialize in areas 
of fire protection and the sign ordinance, 


according to Crumrine. 


"Of course, he'll assist in all areas of 


inspection, but those will be his main re- 
sponsibilities," Crumrine said.

Oakton Campus 
Site Decision 
Stands: Official 


by VICK1 HAIVIENDE 


The chairman of the Illinois Junior Col- 


lege Board said yesterday a state deci- 
sion withdrawing approval of Oakton 
Community College's choice for a per- 
manent campus site will stand, despite 
strong protest from Oakton officials, 


"We've made our decision according to 


our duties and authorities as listed in the 
Illinois Junior College Act," Rey Brune, 
chairman of the junior college board told 
the Herald, 


"Any interpretation that the decision is 


not final is unfortunate because it might 
delay the Oakton board in getting anoth- 
er site," Brune added. 


Oakton Prcs. William Koehnline said 


this week he still hopes there will be a 
meeting of the two boards to discuss the 
site controversy before the state board's 
next monthly meeting March 10 in Chi- 
cago. 


"We have a lack of communication 


which I would like to see remedied," 
Koehnline said. 


THE STATE BOARD voted unani- 


mously Feb. 11 to withdraw Its earlier 
approval of a 105-acre site adjacent to 
Maryhlll Cemetery in Niles for Oakton's 
campus, citing growing community oppo- 
sition to its use by the college. 


Oakton's trustees voted unanimously 


Feb. IS to challenge the legality of the 
state decision and postpone a scheduled 
March 4 referendum that had been set to 
raise campus funds. 


The presidents of 36 Illinois junior' col- 


leges, meeting last week in Champaign, 
unanimously passed a resolution support- 
ing Oakton in its fight against the state 
board for the campus site. 


Brune said he is "aware" of the resolu- 


tion, which states "it is contrary to due 
process" for the state board to reconsi- 
der an issue listed on its agenda as a 
"progress report" without first notifying 
the affected parties. 


Also in their resolution, the presidents 


criticized the state board for refusing to 
listen -to L, H. Horton, executive secre- 
tary of the Illinois Community College 
Trustees Association. He was present at 
the Feb. 11 meeting and tried to convince 
the state to table its withdrawal motion 
until someone from Oakton was present. 


Horton, who notified Oakton officials of 


the state board's action five days before 
state board officials did, was directed by 
the presidents to present a "full written 
report of the incident" to the trustees as- 
sociation meeting in Springfield Feb. 19.

Samuel Young received what could po- 


litely be described as a less than enthuj- 
siastic reception Monday when he 
brought his congressional campaign to 
the heart of Floyd Fulle country.

IT STARTED WHEN Young entered

He 
then asked Aid. Robert Michaels (8th), 
who sat closest to Mm, If he could be 
allowed a few minutes to address the 
council. 


Aid. Michaels wrote Mayor Herbert 


Behrel a note and brought it up to the 
podium. Behrel — who had stated earlier 
Tuesday at his weekly press conference 
that he is "100 per cent" for Fulle — 
shook his head and said something about 
"politics." 


. Towards the end of the council session, 
Behrel mentioned Young was present 
and invited him to speak when the meet- 
ing was adjourned. When the time came, 
Young stepped to the microphone and 
started to speak about finances. But the 
aldermen, apparently not interested, be- 
gan their usual rush to the coat racks. 


Young was unavailable for comment 


yesterday. 


He is a former Northfield Township 


GOP committeeman who ran second to 
U.S. Rep. Philip Crane in the 1969 GOP 
primary. 


On Jan. 9, Young withdrew.from the 


GOP primary race in favor of Fulle, cit- 
ing party unity. On Jan. 25, he became a 
candidate again. He noted the county fi- 
nancial scandals and said Fulle should 
be given "more time to eliminate waste 
and mismanagement," by remaining a 
county commissioner, instead of becom- 
ing a congressman.

Council Second-Guessing Itself On Housing Study Ban?

; If the Des Plaines City Council has 
-"acted in bad faith" and endangered city 
ichances for more senior citizen housing, 
Jit ought to realize it and do something. 
} That's the opinion of Aid. Robert Mi- 
;chaels (8th), who has joined with several 
jother aldermen in efforts to reverse an 
•apparent council decision to forbid study 
"of the needs for low and moderate-In- 
Icome housing here. 
/; At the city council meeting Tuesday 
'night. Michaels tried to determine cx- 
'actly what the city council had done Feb. 
6 when it defeated by a 10-4 vote his 
amendment to allow a low-income hous- 
ing study. 


He said yesterday that by defeating his 


amendment, the council has mandated 
the commission to ignore low and moder- 
ate-income housing that is built through 
federal subsidies. 


Other aldermen nave said the resolu- 


tion creating the commission was gener- 


al enough to allow such a study and that 
it was not the intent of the council to 
forbid that study. 


CITY ATTY. Robert DILeonardi was 


asked Tuesday night to present his final 
interpretation of the council's housing 
commission resolution at the March 6 
council meeting. 


He said Tuesday that the council may 


have to take some steps to clarify what it 
has done. Aid. Michaels said he will ask 
for another vote on the study, if it is 
determined that the council did actually 
vote to prohibit a low-income housing 
study. 


At stake may be the city's future ef- 


forts to get federal subsidies for senior 
citizen apartments, according to Mi- 
chaels. 


A U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 


ban Development aide said after the 
Feb. 6 vote that HUD will not look favor- 
ably on any more requests for funds 
from DCS Plaines unless the city makes 


an effort to meet the housing needs of 
low-income families. 


The HUD policy will not affect,a pro- 


posed 125-unit apartment building for the 
low-income elderly here that already has 
been given federal approval, but appar- 
ently will prevent'use of HUD funds for 
any additional senior citizen housing 
here. 


THE CITY council passed resolutions 


1% years ago declaring that a need ex- 
ists in Des Plaines for senior citizen 
housing and that the city would cooper- 
ate with the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority to develop such housing, accord- 
ing to Michaels, who led early efforts to 
gain senior citizen housing. 


He does not think the city now can in 


"good faith" reject a study of low and 
moderate-income housing for families. 
Senior citizen housing also is a form of 
low-income housing, he points out. 


In past statements, Michaels,said the 


commission has been "crippled" and 
cannot look into housing problems and

solutions meaningfully without studying 
low and moderate-income housing, 


Micnaela, who has stated he to not en- 


dorsing low and moderate-income hous- 
ing, said that without investigating gov, 
ernment subsidies the commission can 
only recommend building code enforce- 
ment as a way of solving substandard 
housing problems. 


And, since senior citizen housing is fed- 


erally subsidized, the commission cannot 
study housing for the elderly under its 
present mandate, he has said. 


Michaels said he has the support of 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th), Aid. Lois Czuba- 
kowsU (5th), Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th) 
and Aid. Spencer Chase (3rd). Des 
Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel has also 
said that low and moderate-income hous- 
ing should be studied, to "do the job 
right." 


C H A S E , who ran unsuccessfully 


against Behrel in 1969, read a statement 
of his position on housing at the Tuesday 
council meeting. 


He said that "for most people, the 


phrase low and moderate-income housing 


brings to mind a certain picture — ugly 
high-rise buildings filled with blacks who 
are criminals, and plummeting property 
values." 


"In view of this, it is to their credit 


that many citizens of this city signed pe- 
titions in protest against. , . proposals 


, and also agitated to have the phrase low 


and moderate-income housing left out of 
the resolution establishing a housing 
commission," he said. 


"They felt they were petitioning and 


agitating against high-rises, against an 
influx 
of 
objectionable 
people 
and 


against lowering property values," said 
Chase 


"However, it is my -feeling that mem- 


bers of this council elected as they were 
to make decisions on behalf of the city 
would — as a result of concern and of 
study — have a somewhat more sophis- 
ticated picture, because it is certainly 
true that the term low and moderate-in- 
come housing does not mean any of the 
negatives I just mentioned," he said. 


Chase said he would have voted for an 


amendment to allow a commission study 


of low-income housing, if he had been 
able to attend the Feb. 6 meeting. 


BEFORE 
THE vote 
on Michaels 


amendment Aid. Robert Sherwood had 
urged its defeat because the people of 
Des Plaines are "overwhelmingly" op- 
posed to low and moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


Enough studies have been made, he 


said, citing reports that a need exists for 
low and moderate-income housing in Des 
Plaines 


Sherwood during an interview after the 


vote, said he would tell the commission 
that the council did actually not mean to 
forbid the study. 


He said he has always maintained that 


the commission could study low-income 
housing. He only wanted the words "low 
and moderate-income housing" removed 
because he feared pro-housing groups 
would swamp the commission with pro- 
posals. 


In a statement this week, Sherwood 


again reaffirmed his opposition to low 
and moderate-income housing in Des 
Plaines. 


The City of Des Plaines will begin con- 


tract negotiations to create a city-wide 
program for glass, cans and newspaper 
recycling.

of Lee and Oakton Streets to seek per- 
mission to locate five recycling recep- 
tacles there. 


MRS. ROHRBACK said she may also 


begin negotiations with Des Plnines-area 
shopping centers to see if they would 


grant permission to place receptacles, 


Mrs. Rohrback had suggested con- 


tracting with the Evanston firm after 
conducting a study of the city's 10 month 
experimental recycling program and ex- 
amining recycling programs in other 
suburbs.

There scorns to be two types of people 


who wntch movies. Type one becomes 
completely engrossed In the film, forget- 
ting for those few hours thnt what he's 
watching is Hollywood — not reality. 
Type two rises above the film, pays a lot 
of attention to technical matters and has 
a bit of trouble taking the whole thing 
seriously. 


Type number one — that's me -— cries 


at "Love Story," adores "Willy Wonka 
and the Chocolate Factory," and still has 
nightmares after watching, "Creature 
Features" on television. 


Because of this basic part of my per- 


sonality I have had problems going to 
the show lately. 


I'VE SEEN THREE films In >the last 


month in which the violence was so real 
1 walked out of the theater shaking. I 
thought "Man In The Wilderness" was 
violent until I saw "Straw Dog." And I 
thought that was the height of violence 
until I saw "Clockwork Orange." 


Each dealt with totally different situ- 


ations, plots, character types, settings, 
scenes and meanings. All three dumped 
their violence right in your lap and 
seemea to say, "This is what it is really 
all about. How do you like It?" 


"Man In The Wilderness" is a man- 


agalnst-nature, survival film and prob- 
ably the best I've seen in that category. 
Richard Harris, the lead character, is 
brutally mauled by a bear and left to die 
by his friends. 


The mauling scene is incredibly well 


filmed and the picture as a whole is an 
excellent adventure. I coped fairly well 
with the blood and gore by covering my 
eyes 


"STRAW DOG" has been both hailed 


and razzed by the critics. One called it a 
chauvinist, fascist film (but then this 
particular reviewer thinks a lot of films 
fit into at least one of those two cate- 
gories) while another couln't stop raving. 
I lean toward the raver. 


Neither Dustln Hoffman nor Susan 


George were stereotyped characters. I 
won't go into the plot (I absolutely bate 
people that reveal plots as you're walk- 
ing out the door to see the film) except 
to say that the film is kind of a character 
study on what pushes peaceful men to 
violence among other things. 


And violence it is. The lost segment of 


the film (it seemed to go on for hours) 
was one of the most horrifying state- 
ments on violence I've ever seen. 


"CLOCKWORK ORANGE" is one of 


those films you hear so much about and 
want to see just to say you've seen it. 
(You've got to want to see it pretty badly 
to pay the $3 plus parking.) 


I thought nothing could bother me after 


seeing "Straw Dog" but "Clockwork Or- 
ange" certainly did.

The City of Des Plaines will begin con- 


demnation proceedings to obtain two 
downtown sites on Center'Street for a 
downtown parking lot. 


The city council Tuesday night author- 


ized City Atty, Robert DiLeonardi to be- 
gin condemnation of properties at 727 
and 737 Center. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said at his weekly press conference Tues- 
day night the city's move is a "friendly 
condemnation," 


The city has negotiated for purchase of

However, the city has to begin con-

BEHREL SAID he will ask the city 


council March 6 formally to authorize the 
bond sale. He is now conducting negotia- 
tions with Des Plaines banking officials 
and with officers of the Chicago and 
North Western By. for purchase of 
some right-of-way land for a parking lot, 


The council's building, grounds and 


parking lots committee will meet Mon- 
day night to discuss raising shopper 
parking meter rates from five to 10 cents 
per hour 


This change must be made before the 


authorization vote on the bond issue, ac- 


cording to Behrel. Funds from the in- 
creased parking rate will be used to help 
finance repayment of the bonds, city offi- 
cials have said. 


City parking plans include a 125-car lot 


on railroad right-of-way land on Ellin- 
wood Street, between Center and Lee 
Street, 


Another 125-car lot will-be constructed 


on the east side of Center, between the 
Ellinwood alley and Prairie Avenue - 
Plans also include a ISO-space parking 
lot behind the proposed new city hall on 
Miner Street.

Threats 4No Big Deal' To Students

Drugs and vencroul disease arc viewed 


as serious health threats by school offi- 
cials, but to many students they uro "no 
big deal." 


Students arc embarrassed when they 


get venereal disease, but generally they 
are unconcerned. "It's a joke until you 
get it," smirked one teen. 


As for drugs, the students say they ore 


as harmless as their parents' evening 
martini. 


These two outlooks — as divergent as 


the generations themselves — are the 
crux of one of the biggest problems on 
our high school and college campuses to- 
day. School officials have compiled a 
battery of films, speeches and texts to 
steer students clear of the perils of drugs 
and venereal disease. But many students 
aren't getting the message. 


"Kids have heard so many scare 


speeches, they are really getting turned 
off." 
said Katherine Gilleland, health

education teacher at Dist. 214 Arlington 
High School. "But their parents are be- 
coming more concerned." 


The parents' concern, however, does 


not always mean they want to take over 
the job of drug and venereal disease edu- 
cation, according to William Thiol, as- 
sistant principal at Palatine High School. 
"The parents may want someone other 
than themselves to do It, yet they still 
want some control over what is being 
done, ft is up to us to try to help our 
students." 


Despite the school staffs' good In- 


tentions, they .ire often the last people • 
student will turn to when he has a drug 
or venereal disease problem. This may 
be their own fault according to Cindy 
Shirley, director of the Bridge, a Pala- 
tine Township counseling service. She

School officials, according to the teens,

You're only smoking one reefer a week, 
but they think you're a junkie. They pick 
wi th»: fretikx, but the jocks (athletes) 
take mor«: drugs than anyone." 


The student* are hard on the school 


*>.Mn, but they Have their real anger for 
their parent*: 


—"Tell your parents you got VD from a 


dirty John and they'll believe you." 


"My parent* are more afraid of Jail, 


than what drugs might do to me." 
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—"My parents won't admit I'm having 


sex, because they think it is a reflection 
on them." 


—"My parents say It Is not cool to do 


drugs so they're glad I don't. But I do." 


—"Parents are as afraid you will lose 


your virginity as they are of VD." 


Anger, misunderstanding and 
fear 


have built the chasm between the teens 
ami their iiltlors. School officials are try- 
ing to bridge the gap and discover the 
factors behind the problems teens face 
today. 


Historically, they say there is an out- 


break of venereal disease during every 
war. Then Congress allocates a grant to 
fight it and it is under control again. But 
after control comes government com- 
placency, and the disease is free to blow 
up again. 


Thon there Is the "pill."' The con- 


venience and safety of this modern birth 
control device has outdated old favorites 
such as prophylactics. But prophylactic 
protects its user against catching vener- 
eal disease. The pill does not. 


Even more important than these ex- 


ternal factors are the now morals and 
new modes of today's society. "Our life 
styles arc changing and kids are getting 
more involved hi sex experimentation," 
said John Hall, director of the Cook 
County Health Department. • 


And the kids that are experimenting 


are getting younger, according to Esther 
Kulp, nurse at the health department. 
She attributes the rising epidemic to the 
fact that "we are more aware of the 
number of cases and a wider age group 
is involved." 


Some school officials speculate that 


there also is more switching of sexual 
partners among young people today. But 
the young people argue strongly against 
this theory. 


According to Cary Annen, student 


council president at Harper College, 
"there might be more promiscuity on 
four year college campuses, but I don't 
think there Is at junior colleges and high 
schools. We're still caught up with our 
parents' mores." 
' 
Other teens agree, saying •there ap- 


pears to be more sexual activity because 
it is more open, They attribute, the epi- 
demic to the fact that "no one uses rub- 
bers anymore." 


Social change is put to blame again 


when school officials try ,to explain the 
drug problem, They say teens turn to 
drugs out of pure frustration — frustra- 
tion built up by a world they can't under- 
stand and can't change. 


"The Democratic Convention and the 


Vietnam War are going on right in your 
living room and you* sit by passively'," 
said Steve Berry, assistant to the Dist, 
214 superintendent. "We are dealing with 
a generation that grew up with TV and 
all of its ramifications." 


But drugs are not just an escape from 


society's troubles. According to coun- 
selors at the Bridge, they also offer relief 
for personal loneliness and low self-es- 
teem. And drugs drive away boredom. 


Teen? argue that they don't take drugs 


for psychological reasons. They point to 
their parents overstocked medicine cabi- 
nets and ask how can they criticize? 


Why do teens take drugs? "Because it 


is fun — really out of sight," said one, 


Most say they got started on drugs at a 


party. All of their friends were doing it. 
It's like a chain reaction, says Annen. 


"Drugs are safer and cheaper than al- 


cohol," argued one teen. "To get drunk I 
have to pay $1.50 for a six pack. But for 
50 cents I can buy a couple of downers 
and really get zonked out." 


The teens talk enthusiastically about 


drugs and are quick to defend them-

The word that most adequately de- 


scribes Ann Koeritz' DCS Plaines home Is 
elegant. Artistic, tasteful, original come 
close. But elegant it is with an elegance 
produced not by lavish furnishings and 
expensive appointments, but by the 
creative imagination of its owner. 


On the hundreds and hundreds of oil 


paintings and watereolors she has exe- 
cuted, Mrs. Koeritz, a widow and grand- 
mother of six, simply identifies herself 
as "Ann." The four walls of her lower 
level workshop are 1. erally "covered with 
her paintings. The shelves and counters 
are stacked with her projects, and sus- 
pended from the ceiling on ropes or 
chains are samples of her handicrafts, 


A walk through her home is an "arty" 


adventure, a series of surprises and de- 
lightful discoveries. 


THE GLASS PANELS of her front door 


present a translucent effect leaf design. 
"I didn't want to live in a fish bowl," 
said Ann. who with her husband moved 
into the house eight years ago. "But I 
didn't want to shut off the light, either." 


So she combined Kleenex, glue and wa- 


ter into a delicate translucent papier 
mache. embedding real leaves In it and 
lacing them together with a random de- 
sign of string. Handsome! 


Against one wall of her foyer is a strik- 


ing arrangement of 14 candleholdcrs 
flanking a mirror-topped console table. 
Ranging in height from two to three and 
a half feet, the weighted holders are 
made of stacked units of ketchup, pickle, 
juice and liquor bottles, cans, bubble 
bath and perfume containers — glued to- 
gether and topped with small jelly, olive 
or shrimp glasses to hold a votive 
candle. 


"THE SECRET is to perfectly match 


neck to neck or base to base," she said. 


Ann paints, gilds, decorates and studs 
them with costume jewelry or embel- 
lishes them with fine flower tracery. ' 


On a curved wall of the foyer are three 


bold, black decorations with Oriental 
overtones. MM. Koeritz explained how 
she made them: "I start with a round 
coffeecake cardboard," she said. "The> 
outside circle is jar lids, separated by 
loops of paper tubing; the center is an 
arrangement, of pocketbook mirrors. I 
painted the whoje thing black with gold 
decorations to make it a little Chinese- 
y." 


Conversation unlimited is the effect 


generated by piece after piece in the 
family room, beginning with coffee table 
talk — a table topped with 24 tiles deco- 
rated by Ann to, depict high points in her 
life. On it rests a decorative urn, its put- 
ty surface embedded with service med- 
als, commemorative World War I pins, 
special buttons, bowling award pins and 
a Greek christening cross. Who could 
guess that Ann made this from the bot- 
tom half of an old broken Silex coffee 
pot! 


ON ONE WALL hangs a long, rec- 


tangular painting that at first glance 
looks somewhat like a tall blue plant, but 
on closer examination turns out to be an 
ascending arrangement of blue hand 
prints of family members. 


Ceramics is another interest of this 


versatile woman. When she learned that 
a ceramics teacher was needed at the 
United Lutheran Social Mission 15 years 
ago, she delved into books, bought her- 
self a kiln and soon became skilled at the 
craft. For five years, she taught ceram- 
ics classes to senior citizens. 


Among her pieces are a rhinestone 


peacock, a bejeweled swan, a giraffe and 
two porcelain poodles to which she at- 
tached real wood dipped in slip before 
baking. A figurine of an old-fashioned 


girl sitting on a sofa shows the. Koeritz 
touch of originality — a dress of layers 
and layers of delicate lace and ruffles, 
all porcelain-brittle and made from real 
fabric dipped in slip before firing. 


ANN'S HAND-PAINTED plates, one 


more beautiful than the other, are dis- 
played in her dining room curio cabinet. 
Many of these she painted and baked in 
a regular oven at 500 degrees. Unusual is 
the one that bears a cluster of three-di- 
mensional roses — flowers that emerged 
under Ann's skilled hands from a simple 
Koeritz formula that begins with ordina- 
ry bread. 


Her dining room centerpiece consists 


of a vertical arrangement of flowerpots 
and pot saucers, antiqued- to a purple- 
grey matte finish and filled with bunches 
of. artificial grapes In different colors. 
Around these she has placed a circle of 
hair spray can tops, each with a small 
flower arrangement in it. 


"I am a saving person," she said sim- 


ply, a gem of an understatement. "And I 
love to make something beautiful from 
nothing." 


AS A CHILD, Ann had a flare for art 


starting in seventh grade when the teach- 
ers had her paint the little Dutch borders 
around the blackboards. Part of a large 
family, she couldn't have special art 
training, so she just worked at it on her 
own. Twelve years ago she studied under 
Estelle Fedelle in her Chicago studio. 


Her crafts just came naturally. "I 


have always liked to do these things," 
she said. "It's just in me." 


Every room hi (he house bears her 


stamp of originality, from the blue-bang- 
led lamp and mirrored wall decoration in 
the bedroom'to the shell collage, mer- 
maid pedestal candle and decorated 
wastebaskets (ice.cream containers) in 
the bathroom. 
, , 


SHE PUTS TO shame those who use 


magic markers for the obvious purpose 
of marking — "They're ideal for painting 
permanent designs on paper and tex- 
tiles." Ann's dinner guests will agree to 
that for instead of using her napkins, 
they take them home and frame them. 
Ann's summer dresses abound with her 
own textile designs, more evidence of the 
power of a magic marker hi the hands of 
a designing woman. And' she makes all 
her own clothes.' 


Ann Koeritz can take a glaring light 


fixture, spatter it with dabs of blue and 
green paint, and it becomes the focal 
point of an irridescent play of color on 
the ceiling. Ann can take an ordinary 
goblet, paint it black and gold, add blue 
glass stones, and it becomes a work of 
ait. An open compact, clustered with 
budding flowers or delicate costume jew- 
elry becomes an eye-catching table deco- 
ration. 


SHE'S RATHER PROUD of what she 


laughingly calls "my monstrosity," an 
elegant formal corner of her blue and 
gold living room that was inspired by a 
chimney cap that kept falling from the 
roof. Now it's the top of a tall gold pedes- 
tal supporting a white figurine. The flow- 
er filled vase next to it was first covered 
with thin macaroni, then painted with 
leaf gold. 


Mrs. Koeritz no longer teaches craft 


classesv("It's fun, but you get to a satu- 
ration point, you know.") But she does 
help small1 groups from clubs such as the 
Edison Park Woman's Club which came 
to her house once each month last year 
for instruction in burlap flower-making, 
screen stationery, bread roses and the 
like. Currently she is helping some of the 
Newcomers with crocheting and knitting. 


"One can get completely lost in art, 


crafts and sewing," said Ann. "Now I do 
these things strictly for my own enjoy- 
ment."

Love has no age barriers. So Anna 


Stanley finds out when her car breaks 
down while she's vacationing In Greece, 
a cause for her to imbibe too much ouzo. 
Inhibitions notwithstanding, she is led 
down the path of romance by a boy of 22, 


But what's the harm in a Grecian 


fling? Anna finds out it Isn't exactly all 
hidden in the past when the young Peter 
Latham, her romeo from Greece, shows 
up in her apartment as a blind date for 
her daughter Trina. 


That's what "Forty Carats" is about. . 


a middle-aged woman falling in' love 
with a man of 22, And it makes for a 
very humorous storyline. It's not the idea 
of an older woman in love with a young 
man that's funny, but the evolving fami- 
ly circumstances, the identity mixups, 
the reactions and the self-incriminations 
that Anna first experiences.

the watering hole. A bit of cayenne pep- 
per sprinkled liberally underneath the 
mat discouraged them.

dula, cereopsis, coridander, cosmos, ge-

thyme. Look over this list and you will 
find that these plants are the ones that 
are seldom bothered by pests, Plants 
seeds of these among the other flowers 
and vegetables. Excretions from their 
roots kill parasitic soil organisms. 


Discourage nematodes on tomatoes by 


planting asparagus next to the tomatoes. 


BAD COMPANIONS are members of. 


the nightshade family and members of 
the legume family in the same plot. Ex- 
ample, tomatoes and beans, eggplant 
and peas (the former are nightshade 
cousins and latter legume cousins). 


You are asking for pests if you plant 


corn and tomatoes together, tomatoes 
and potatoes, and eggplant and peppers. 


TRAP CROPPING is a system of 


planting a particular something to at- 
tract bugs away from something else. 
For instance, if you plant mustard seed, 
cucumber beetles will flock to the mus- 
tard and keep away from your desirable 
cabbage and cauliflower. 


And I'm going to try raising my young 


cucumber and cabbage family plants un- 
der hotcaps this year. The beetles seem 
to be a problem only when the plants are 
young and vulnerable. Once they get big- 
ger and tougher, they are no longer a 
succulent treat to the beetles and then 
the hotcaps can come off. 


I'll have more on fighting bugs later in 


the season. Then we'll tackle them to- 
gether as they attack!

Both Abdul-Jabbar and Ali changed 


their names after they had reached ath- 
letic heights. Abdul-Jabbar, formerly 
known as Lewis Ferdinand Alcindor Jr., 
switched 
patronymics last 
summer. 


Since then, newspapers, 
broadcasters, 


opposing players and fans have generally 
adopted the change. 


It was hardly that way when Cassius

"I -think," said Abdul-Jabbar, "that 


Clay's transition was harder because 
he was so much more controversial, 
what with his stand on the war " < 


Ali changed his name at the same 


time, in 1967, that he announced he was a 
Black Muslim. This was scary for the 
Establishment press. The Muslims ap- 
peared an awesome dark threat to con- 
ventional ways of life. (The threat has 
since diminished a great deal, with the 
growth of the Black Panthers.) So cynic- 
ism and a kind of fear kept many from 
calling Ali Ali. 


Not everyone was pleased or noncom- 


mittal about Abdul-Jabbar's change, ei- 
ther. In fact, Abdul-Jabbar's father said, 
"Well I didn't want him to change the 
name But is mature and intelligent. It 
wasn't a rash decision. And he had be- 
come a devout Muslim. He was a devout 
Catholic when he was younger. But I still 
call him Lewis. It's hard to change after 
some 20 years " 


Both Ali and Abdul-Jabbar said that 


they were shucking their original appel- 
lations because they were "slave-given 
names " Both wanted a return to their 
African extractions Kareem Abdul-Jab- 
bar (which translates from the Arabic as 
"generous" and "servant of Allah" and 
'powerful") i emphasizes, however, that 
he is a member of the Islamic faith, and 
is not part of the American "Black Mus- 
lim" movement. 


Ali and Abdul-Jabbar have probably 


made the greatest impression on the pub- 
lic with their change of names. Yet they 
arc among scores and scores of athletes, 
Sharkey (Znkauskas), Joe Louis (Joe 
who have changed their names. The rea- 
sons are many-fold — for easier headline 
purposes, for more enticing marquee let- 
tering, to avoid religious prejudice, to 
get a boxing license when underage, to 
stay one step ahead of the cops.

In looking at several hun- 
dred cases even an old heart attack did 
not preclude major surgery. 


As a rule, it is well to wait for at least 


three months after initial recovery from 


a heart attack before having any signifi- 
cant surgical procedures. If you allow 
approximately a month and a half for 
initial recovery, we are talking about 
p o s t p o n i n g surgery for about five 
months.

Most dental work really doesn't pose 


much threat to the body. Your dentist 
will need to know about your medicines.

Lots of the fluctua- 
tions in blood pressure can be related to 
life situations and tensions — sometimes 
even the aspect of having the blood pres- 
sure taken. 


The fact that your blood pressure is at 


the level you state and still fluctuates 
apparently to-considerably lower levels 
would suggest that you are less likely to 
have a stroke than individuals with sus- 
tained high blood pressure. One of the 
best things you can do is to lose excess 
weight, so I am pleased to hear that you 
are doing so

school has not decided to take the matter 
to court. "But I hnve absolutely no doubt 
that the stnte board did not have the'au- 
thority to rescind Its approval. It was an 
illegal action, an action they had no pow- 
er to take, and It could very well be 
struck down in court," said Murphy.

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Wheeling OKs Studying 
United Subsidy Request 


The 
Wheeling 
Village Board 
has 


agreed to study a subsidy request from 
United Motor Conch of DCS Plaines 
which serves thnt community with two 
trips to Chicago and two return trips 
each day. 


United asked Wheeling officials to pro- 


vide financial assistance if the company 
is to continue the dally Chicago service, 
which is the only mass transit linking 
Wheeling to Chicago and other suburbs. 


Under the existing service provided by 


United Motor Coach, buses leave Wheel- 
ing for the Chicago Loop at 6:40 and 9 
a.m. daily and return to Wheeling from 
Chicago at 3:15 and 5:05 p.m. dally. 


THE CHICAGO-BOUND bus stops at 


the intersection of Dundee Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue in Wheeling. On its re- 
turn route it picks up passengers at 
Michigan Avenue and Washington Street 
in downtown Chicago. 


John T. Hanck, vice president and gen- 


eral manager of the bus firm told the 
village in a letter the company averages 
about five passengers per trip. 


Because the one-way fare is $1.05, the 


company averages a per trip revenue of 
$5.25 if each passenger's destination is 
the Chicago Loop rather than an inter- 
mediate stop along the bus route, Hanck 
said. 


"In order for us to continue this ser- 


vice we will need $2 per trip, which is $40 
per week or $160 per month. We have 
operated at a loss for the past four 
years. This year's loss will be close to 
$60.000. In order for us to continue 
serving Wheeling It Is Imperative that we 
receive this help," Hanck wrote the vil- 
lage. 


HANCK EXPLAINED to the Herald 


that Wheeling is on the end of a bus line 
which goes through Morton Grove and 
Glenview on its way to Chicago. 


The line pays for itself from the vicin- 


ity of Milwaukee Avenue and Central 
Road to Chicago, Hanck said. 


But the company operates at a loss by 


extending the line into the Wheeling 
area, he explained. 


While the company could not eliminate 


its service to Wheeling without the per- 
mission of the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission. (ICC) Hanck explained he would 
not expect the commission to force the 
company to continue the line with the 
small number of passengers and small 
revenue that results from serving Wheel- 
ing. 


"BUT WE WANT TO work with the 


village to keep the service if we can, be- 
cautte there are people being lerved," 
Hanck aaid. 


He said the company is not asking the 


village for a massive or unreasonable 
amount of money. 


Wheeling Village Board members Mon- 


day wavered between a conviction that 
the village needs bus service and the 
hard cold fact that very few persons ac- 
tually ride the bus. 


"I'd hate to see the service dropped," 


Trustee Albert Lang said, noting that 
members' of his family have used the 
service on occasion. 


T R U S T E E Michael Valenza said, 


"There are a lot of people in our town 
without cars." But after hearing the sta- 
tistics Valenza reversed himself and 
noted that with only five people riding 
the bus per trip, "not too many people 
would be getting hurt" if the service 
were canceled. 


But several board members indicated 


that, unlike Hanck, they did think the 
amount requested in a subsidy was "a 
lot oif money." 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon pointed 


out the village has donated $1,300 to an 
area mass transportation study being 
conducted by Harper College and is 
awaiting results of that study. 


THE BOARD finally decided to refer 


the letter to the board's finance com- 
mittee for further study. 


The City of Des Plaines recently voted 


to extend a $16,520 subsidy to the bus 
company and authorized a feasibility 
study of taking to investigate purchase of 
the firm by the city's mass transit dis- 
trict. 


The company apparently is on the 


verge of financial collapse as a result of 
declining ridership and cost increases in 
recent years. 


In addition to the Des Plaines subsidy, 


the company has also been authorized a 
$9,000 subsidy by the Village of Niles. 
Des Plaines, Niles, Park Ridge and Mor- 
ton Grove all extended some subsidies to 
the bus firm last year. 


Hanck has told Des Plaines officials 


that it would be easier to save the bus 
service by purchasing the company than 
to start a municipal service "from 
scratch" at some future date. 


Also, according to Hanck, it would cost 


the average Maine Township homeowner 
$11 a year in additional taxes, if United, 
which transports school children, goes 
out of business and school districts have 
to start their own bus services.

U. S. Rep. Abnor Mikvn ycvtcrdny in- 


troduced leglslition to close $12 billion in 
federal tax loopholes and channel the re- 
sulting revenues to improving education 
and lowering residential property taxes. 


Mlkva, candidate for the Democratic 


congressional nomination in the North 
Suburban 10th District, sold his Fair 
School Funding Act of 1972 Is an "In- 
dispcnsiblc first step" toward a federal 
commitment "to the very best in educa- 
tion for all of our children.'' 


"We con no longer ball out the school 


systems by Increasing real estate taxes 
every year. It is no longer practical. It is 
no longer just," Mikvn said in a state- 
ment released by his office. 


Ho said the federal government "has 


no business telling individual states or 
communities how to develop quality edu- 
cation." It is obligated, however, to help 
pay for that education, he said. 


Comprehensive 
tax 
reform, 
Mikva 


said, could provide the money by closing 
seven loopholes in the federal tax struc- 
ture. Such a move would provide $12 mil- 
lion in additional annual revenue, a fig- 
ure almost equal to what the 50 states 
spent on elementary and secondary edu- 
cation in 1968, he said. 


Mikva's bill would reduce gas and oil 


depletion allowances, repeal the surtax 
exemption on corporate earnings, repeal 


the investment tax credit for business 
and close loopholes in four other areas 
that Mikva did not specify. 


"WE HAVE BERN giving special in- 


centives to business and industry for 
years. Now it is time we took some of 
those 'advantages' away and gave them 
to education," ho said. 


According to him, Congress has been 


subsidizing 
highway construction for 


years by matching state expenditures at 
a rate of nine to one, If the country can 
afford to match funds for roads, it ought 
to be able to provide matching funds for 
education, too, he said. 


Mikva said under his plan, each state 


would determine the 00th percentile 
ranking of its local school districts in or- 
der of per-pupil expenditures. That 00th 
percentile figure would then become the 
state standard. 


For every additional dollar the state 


put up to raise expenditures in schools, 
below the standard, the federal govern- 
ment would put up two (lollfirs, he said, 


After funding is equalized and till 


schools are raised to the state standard, 
any community lowering its real estate 
taxes for schools would receive an addi- 
tional federal dollar for each dollar the 
state contributed to improving education, 
according to Mikva's plan. 


Discuss Future 
Of Harper College 


A citizens committee appointed by the 


Harper College Board of Trustees dis- 
cussed long-range planning at Its first 
meeting Monday. 


College President Robert Lahti ac- 


quainted the members with the junior 
college system and the Harper College 
operation. He also presented them with 
college projections, including a report 
written by the college's long range plan- 
ning committee. 


The committee plans to review the re- 


search materials and meet again to dis- 
cuss them on March 8. Top priority will 
be given to defining Harper's mission; 
reviewing enrollment projections; re- 
viewing financial projections; and relat- 
ing future plans to the present situation. 


Major options proposed in the college 


report include a second campus site, ex- 


panded boundaries and a cultural center. 
Generally, the citizens committee was 
enthusiastic about the college's cultural 
plans. And members said they wanted to 
give careful study to the possibility of 
annexations to the district. 


Once the,committee completes its re- 


view of the college report it will make 
recommendations 
to 
the 
board 
of 


trustees. According to Lahti, the com- 
mittee will help tailor the plan to the 
community's needs and help secure com- 
munity support. 


The committee includes one resident 


from each of the 11 communities in the 
college district. It is chaired by John 
Woods, general counsel for Universal Oil 
Products and resident of Arlington 
Heights. 


Many Tax Deductions 
For Care Of Handicapped 


Parents of physically and mentally 


handicapped children are entitled to a 
wide range of deductions on their income 
tax, according to Arlen S. Gould, special 
e d u c a t i o n coordinator for Governor 
Ogilvie's Office of Human Resources. 


Gould said many parents are not 


aware of the allowed deductions, and the 
result is a loss of thousands of dollars 
each year. 


Deducibility of special education ex- 


penses encompasses care of all handi- 
capped children including educable men- 


tally handicapped; trainable mentally 
handicapped; cerebral palsied; learning 
disabled; as well as the severely re- 
tarded and physically handicapped. 


Recent Internal Revenue Service rul- 


ings have clarified that "while education 
docs not ordinarily qualify as a medical 
deduction, medical costs (for deduction 
purposes) do include a mentally retarded 
or physically handicapped person's costs 
of attending a special school as an aid to 
a future normal educational or living 
pattern."

He said the federal contribution would 


be a strong incentive for lowering resi- 
dential property taxea, Those taxes, he 
said, are already under attack In the 
courts because they result In "gross in- 
equities in the quality of education from 
community to community," 


ABOLISHING PROPERTY taxes, he 


said, "can only make the problem worse, 
because each state will have to distribute 
money to the school districts on an.'equal 
basis." 


"There simply is not enough money to 


go around and that will mean that the 
quality of education in the best schools 


will be lowered to improve the quality of 
education in the worst schools," said 
Mikva. 


The only "sensible approach" is to 


eliminate the worst schools by bringing 
them up to the level of the best ones, he 
said, 


His bill, Mikva said, will assist the 


s t a t e s in equalizing per-pupil ex- 
penditures, without lowering assistance 
to better school districts; will relieve the 
burden of property taxes on the middle 
and fixed-income taxpayer; 
and in- 


troduce "a greater measure of equity" 
into the federal income tax structure, 
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$30,900 to $52,000
